Having arrived at th at con­ 
clusion the question is, how shall we tax them in 
order th at the tax may be paid?

a State like ours,

extent, we have a great dibicuby in enacting laws 
wi.ich shall be a benefit to the many, and but light 
injury to the few. 
Our interests are very m uch 
diversified. 
Wo have a climate which is found in 
Italy, in France, in Germany aud iu the Scandina­ 
vian countries. We have a territory greater in ext*, ut 
than half a dozen of the States of this Union. 
We 
have a climate which 
produces 
not only the 
products of the tropics, but of the frigid zones, 
and in glancing over the State and these various 
Ínteres s, members will call to mind the difficulties 
which we encounter in legislating so th at justice 
may be done to all parties. Now, Mr. Pres;dent, the 
point which I desi e to get at is Section 8 of this 
m inority hill, aDd I will not take up the tim e of the 
Senate further, but will a-k its tr ends to carefully

not own a 
share. You might 
ju st as well un­ 
dertake to

stock of a corporation to the corporation which d*\is 
not own it. 
i find this principle runs through every 
provision of the Constitution. 
Articl X II., Section 
3, reads; “ Each stockholder of a corpora'ion, or 
joint stock a-sociation, shall be individually and 
personally liable for such proportion of ail its debts 
and liabilities contracted or incurre .1, during th e time 
he was a s ockholder.” Y'ou will see by that pro­ 
vision 
th at the 
burden 
of the debt 
rests 
upon the stockholder; 
th at 
they 
huld 
him 
jiersonally 
responsible. 
And 
we 
go 
along 
through the Constitution, section 
by section, 
and you will see th at it always makes a distinction 
between the corporation and the individual stock­ 
holder. 
Now we come down to the section which in 
our judgm ent covers this case, and which is our 
guide. 
It. is Article X III., Section I. This I call 
your particular attention to ; “ All property in the 
S u te , not exem pt under the laws of the United 
States, shall be taxed in proportion to its value, to 
be ascertained as provided by law. 
The* word 
‘property/ as used in this am ele and section, is 
hereby declared to include moneys, credits, bonds, 
stocks, dues, franchises, and all other m atters and 
things, real, personal and mixed, capable of private 
ownership.” Y'ou will sec th at the Constitution 
directly refers to stocks, makes them subject to 
ta ation, and classes them as private owuersh p. 
Now these two words, “ private ownership,” it seems 
to me, determ ines this question, and if we under­ 
take to lax the 
stock of 
a corporation, and 
th e 
corporation 
contests 
it, you will never 
be able 
to collect 
it. 
Therefore, instead— 
as sot forth in the minority report— f millions of 
dollars worth of property being brought under the 
lawr of taxation which heretofore has esc q»ed tax­ 
ation un er the old Constitution, they will onme 
into Court and test the validity of the law on the 
ground tin t it is taxed to a i an y who does not own 
it. 
Now*, as we ar-j called upon to tix stocks, let us 
tax them to the owner—tlie party who is liable and 
responsible for this tax and nov t» a party who dots 
not owu them —-and from whom you can collect it. 
This is the point of difference between those who 
advocate the m inority bill and tha conclusion which 
I have arrived a t after ver v careful study of this prop­ 
osition. 
i .'e read fr- m sections of the bill pud elabo­ 
rated the idea thatstoek should *>e taxed to the owner 
ind not to t o corporation. 
It w as claimed that 
this would not be equal taxation, because the stock 
•jf these corporations are owned i;i some instances 
out of the state. That was very true, but they 
could not reach stock ow ned out of the otate any 
more tliau they could other property outride of t' 
State. 
He believed the plan be suggeste t the only 
legal and constitutional way iu which they c u i 
reach this class of property. 
Mr. Watson* was opposed to the plan proposed 
by Mr. 
Sears. 
He 
was 
satisfied 
th at it 
would 
result 
injuriously 
to 
the 
i rite rests 
of 
the counties 
in 
f is State having cor­ 
porations. 
In his county there were many corpora­ 
tions, and a large am ount oí the stock was owned in 
San Francisco. 
If the stork was to be taxed to in­ 
dividuals two-thirds of the taxable property of Ne­ 
vada county would be taxed in San Francisco, and 
the result would be that they would have a very 
small assessment roll left. 
II .* did not believe the 
Stock ought to be assessed. 
The capital 6tock3 of 
corporations in his county, iu most instances, did 
not have a m arket value. They were not Hold, and 
if sold would not bring much. 
It would bo impos­ 
sible to determ ine it. He knew mines th at had been 
assessed largely lor y e a» the stock of which would 
not be worm five cents on a d»l ar if any mail 
wanted to sell. People owned it an6 paid their as­ 
sessm ents on it with the hope th at it would finally 
be productive. 
A large am ount of this kind of 
property in the mining counties of this State is 
such th at you could not determ ine its value um.er 
the rule prescribed by the m inority report. Tue 
m ine is taxed for all it id worth ai.d more too. The 
improvements and m chioery i* taxed, and he 
wanted to know what more could be taxe !. 
I ho 
county of Nevada was taxed for about $7,000,0 0, 
pays her taxes regularly and never asi;s lor auy ap­ 
propriations for anything. 
He believed th at to 
adopt the plan of the minority would result i.i 
double taxation and work u great injury <o the 
mining counties. Those wuo had advocated the new 
Constitution in his 
c*j u u y bad all argued that 
double taxation wa;j not iu tended. 
The ar/un? at 
w j that toe stock was only au evidence of owner­ 
ship, and th at you-m ight as web tax a deed to pr, }»- 
eriy after you h .d taxed the -property ÍUe;í, 
io 
tax the stock. 
Mr. Dickissox said th at the 
whole question 
seemed to center upon two propositions—the one m 
the majority biii, that there Mall be no double 
taxation, and the other in the minorí y bill, th at the 
slock corporations shall be as -i«ed. 
lie gave the 
history* oi the idea of taxation f»r the support oi 
government, and the growth of corporations, antler 
wnich m uch of tho ousines» of ihe country \v 
now carried on. 
He held th at inequality of taxation 
had existed in the State and led to thl’ adoption of 
the new Constitution, not because there wa-. no law 
by which capital could be taxed, but bee «use the 
law was so indefinite in mauy respects that it Was. 
imp*>ssible to 
enforce the 
payment. 
The de­ 
cisions of ;he highest Courts were to t.*e effect 
th at there m ight be taxation of what m .y b cauc*l 
the same 
property twice 
• r 
th rtc times ji 
th at property was in the hands of two or three dif­ 
ferent parties and not bo double taxation. 
He ci ed 
a late c.;Sc uecid d by the Supr. me iJourt oi the 
United States, where a man in Connecticut h ;d a 
mortgage upon property in Cbiiaigo. Two Stav.s 
were brought in o üfiiet. The property was taxed 
in Chicago and the maii was taxed iu Connecticut »m 
tbe m 'r^age. Tbs case went to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and th at Court held that there 
was BOd mble taxation. 
He did not agree with the 
report of the m inority that stocks ahorno be assess d 
to corporations, and w-»k the vi.:w taken by Mr. 
8ears. The <?>rporation did not own its stock. 
It 
owned its property, of which the *n ck was not a 
part. He would favor th at section of the mioariiy 
report so amended that every individual in the State 
shall pay the tax upon his stock, and with a further 
amendment th at would l>e som .thing like th is : He 
would first a»eS8 the corporation f* -r all its pr perty, 
then lake its capital stock aud figure up its markwt 


value and deduct- from the m arket value the assessed 
value of the property of the corporation ; then divide 
the balance by toe num ber of shares i f the capital 
stock and th at should bo the basis upon which the 
tax should be levied.

That hud been the dividing lin - heretofore. 
He also 
r a d from decisions n the nation»! bank cas*-, s, to 
show tiiat tlie taxation of etfj.ka was upheld iu those 
cases.

Mr. B a k e r vpoke in favor of the m ajority bill. 
H e favored it l.oi-t for the reason th at it contained 
a 
plain, 
ciear bUtcmeni th at 
then* 
should 
not be double tr-xitim in this State. 
Those 
who had 
favored the 
nt»v Constitution 
had 
argued before the people th at the Constitution did 
not ficni’it doubb; taxatb.n. 
If it * i 1 not, and it 
was not i”tended in tliU> bill, it could do no barm to 
put th at statem ent in the nil!. 
He held that the 
absence in th e Constitution »f the language used in 
tbe old Constiti.tbm , th at tax ation should be equa! 
and uniform, was very' significant, and he w in ted 
this Act to start, out with the declaration that there 
should be no double taxation. 
W hat double taxa­ 
tion is could nut be determine ! by the Legislature. 
That m ust be left f»r the Courts to decide. 
In re­ 
gard t«i the national bank cu-es he said th a t the rea­ 
son i r ihat decifti u was that the law providing for 
the taxation oi the shur s of stuck in those banks 
provided how they might be tux. <1 by the Staits. 
As an illustration of the m anner «.f taxing stock hy 
the minority' bill, lit* p u t this ease: Supp.re the 
gentleman from Solano pos*- s-es >:100,000 in gold 
coin and goes into the bunking business. On the 
first Monday in March he has th e giittering twenty- 
doiiar pieces piled upon hi» counter ready for cus­ 
tomers. 
The Assessor comes in and he is assessed 
upon the $100,000. 
Now suppose th at the Senator 
fr m Sonoma g».es into the lianking business, having 
transform ed himself hy legal proceeding into a cor­ 
poration aud has $100,660. 
He issues a thousand 
shares of stock at $100 a share. 
He kee]>s 996 of 
ilesa shares and gives to A, B, C and D (he other 
four shares. 
Now the Assessor c >;ne* in and assesses 
him on the $100,0 0 in coin, and then 
the 
share* of stock in the hands of the holder. 
He de­ 
sired to know if th at would » ot he double Taxation, 
and requested the Senator from Solano, Mr Wen­ 
dell, and the Senator from Sonoma, Mr. Moreland, 
to answer. 
Mr. Wendell replied th at the question under dis­ 
cussion was not a theory about double taxation. He 
would not be drawn int<* auy outside discussion. 
The question was the difference between the two 
bills. 
Mr. Mo rela n d replied th a t it was not double tax ­ 
ation to tax property twice if it was in different 
hands. 
Mr. B a k e r continued and ar/ued at length against 
the m inority bill and in favor of a square declara­ 
tion th at there should be no double t: xation. 
Mr. C h en e y held that shares oi capital stock were 
p.r&onal p.operty, and must »-■ assessed to trie 
owner. 
He favored neither of th e reports in th rir 
present shape, and read an am endm ent which lie 
would offer at the proper time. 
The Senate took the usual recess.

surdity. 
No taxation system could ever he made* 
e x a c tly even and uni ’irm. 
He attacked the bill of 
the m ajority on ihe gnm od tb.it it contained the 
provision th a t there sno ud be no double taxation. 
That d ause would be construed so as to allow the 
wealth of the State to -scape taxation. 
No two 
lawyers would agree upon a e nstruction of it. 
He 
iield th at tho utv Constitution did not provide for 
double taxation nor did the bill of the minority. 
A message was received fr -m live Assmnb’y trans­ 
m itting part four of the rep<»rt of the State Engineer. 
Mr. l o n g e r gave his potition on the bills. Neither 
of them suited him }n their nre-i nt, sha]>e. 
He 
would favor the am endm ent read by Mr. Cheney 
when it was offered. 
Mr. J ohns' i s -p<>ke for one hm ir and a half, and 
was listened to w ith profound attention. 
He went 
over ti e whole ground and answered all the argu­ 
m ents used by those who favored the m inority hill. 
He favored the m ajority bill u.anuy on th ground < f 
its provision th at there should be nodouble taxation. 
H edid not believe m taxing the capital stock of 
corporations, and the ConstituiiuHal Constitution 
did not intend th at it should be taxed. 
He read 
from the journal of the Constitutional Convention 
to show th at the Convention voted down the propo 
sitioTi to tax the capital stock of corjxirations 
four different times. 
He h**ld th at while the de­ 
cisions referred to on the other side had been that

not 
say there ought to be. 
The Legislature 
had 
power to

or four times, but that did not make it right to do 
it. 
He so id th at (he Constitution did perm it double 
taxation, but it did not say there s. ould be double 
taxation, and those who held th at the Constitution 
did not perm it double taxation should not be afraid 
t-i put a clause in this bill saying th at there should 
be no double taxation.

Mr. E nos closed the debate in favor of the minor­ 
ity hill. 
He did not favor double taxation, and 
wanted some am endments made to the minority 
bill, but he believed it was nearest perfect and ought 
to be ;aken up and amended.

Also, subdivision seven, to insert 44 firm or corpo­ 
ration.” 
Mr. LEACn said he did not want to tax a man in 
another State and in this State too. 
Mr 
May wanted to know if the gentleman in­ 
tended that parties may loan their money to persons 
outside of the State and escape taxation, while 
those who loan to citizens of California have to pay 
tax? This is a premium against our people. 
He 
wanted to leave no loophole for men to escape in 
anv such manner. 
Mr. Merry took the same ground. Those per­ 
sons who loan money in other S tat.s should be 
taxed. 
Mr. Leach said he was willing to have it so 
amended.

or

has to send. 
But, as we said before, the ex­ 
ten t and importance of the demand for in­ 
formation brings ont prominently the meager­ 
ness of the information in good tangible form 
to draw upon to answer the inquiries. 
Such 
inquiries cannot be satisfied with generalities, 
or with single isolated facts such as are found 
in our newspapers, or papers devoted to agri­ 
culture in this State. 
Nor can they be satis­ 
fied with individual letters to each. 
The in­ 
quiries embrace a field as broad as the State 
and as diversified as the productions, re­ 
sources, climates, soils, educational advan­ 
tages, moral condition, markets, facilities for 
transportation, and every other question and 
subject that an inquiring mind can think of. 
B ut when we look about for any publication 
calculated, by its compilation in a sm all space 
and in favorable form of the facts necessary, 
to answer these inquiries, we find that there 
is no such and never has been in California. 
N o individual can afford to prepare and pub­ 
lish such work for free distribution, or at such 
cost as w ill be within the reach of the great 
mass of inquirers. 
N o association or com­ 
pany of men can afford to do this, unless 
they 
have 
lands 
to 
sell 
to 
compen­ 
sate 
them 
for 
the 
outlay, 
and 
this 
fact would discredit any work they may pub­ 
lish. 
W e have had already too mnch of this 
kind of interested information sent over the 
country for the good of the State, or for the 
interest of the truth. 
The annual trans­ 
actions of the State Agricultural Society 
probably come nearer to tilling the bill than 
any other publication to be found in the State. 
B u t for want of proper authority and means 
for the collection of the necessary information, 
and its publication and distribution, these 
reports on transactions have not been what 
th ey ought to have been. 
For the last five 
years the size of the volume of transactions 
has been lim ited by the Legislature to 100 
pages. 
This excluded everything from the 
book but the recital of the routine of the So­ 
ciety ’s fairs. 
Everything calculated to an­ 
swer such questions as the above, or tc give 
such 
nformation 
as 
would 
induce 
a 
desirable 
class 
of imm'grauts was neces­ 
sarily excluded from 
the 
very publica 
tion 
most 
called 
for, 
and 
in 
which 
inquirers had a right to expect to find their 


questions answered. 
If it is desirable that 
our vacant lands should be settled up ; if it 
is desirable that our large tracts of land now 
held by land monopolists should he broken 
up and farmed by small farmers ; if it is de­ 
sirable that a divcrstfi.d. agriculture shall be­ 
come possible and profitable in this State by 
the introduction of manufactures and other 
industries that bring large classes of consum­ 
ers of 
these diversified 
agricultural pro­ 
duct-. ; 
it, indeed, 
it is 
desirable 
that 
Ca’¡furnia shall pussess a i-eli-su-ftainicg and 
self-enrichiug people, then it is necessary that 
the State take some steps to place before the 
wc rid correct and reliable inf- .rmntion regard­ 
ing her real resources and advantages. 
Let 
somebody or some association be authorized 
and required to collect such information as is 
demanded. 
Let such person or association 
be furnished with the means to collect and 
disseminate such information and be held 
responsible 
for 
the faithful performance 
uf 
the 
duties 
thus 
required 
of 
them. 
We are constantly crying out against the 
farmers for persisting in the cultivation of 
wheat at the expense of the sure destruction 
of their soil, in face of the fact that every 
farmer understands very .well that the only 
agricultural products in which there ¡3 any 
money in rat -ing are those that have an ex­ 
port demand and value. 
There is m oney in 
raising wheat, and w ooi, aud wine, and some 
kinds of fruits, because tht'te is an export 
demand for there products, but there is but 
very 
little 
m oney 
in 
raising products 
for which 
there 
is 
no 
export 
demaud 
and value, but very little m oney in a diver­ 
sified agriculture—ail agriculture that will 
preserve the fertility of our soil, for the rea­ 
son that we have no population to pay fur 
and consume a diversity of products. 
The 
truth is, we are living upon what England 
consumes. 
W e are sending to Englaud our 
surplus wheat to get the m oney to buy our 
agricultural im plem ents and machinery with 
—to build our fences aiid our bum s and 
homes w ith—to cloth and educate our fami­ 
lies with, and we are sending the m oney 
that we 
get from abroad, abroad again 
for 
nearly all 
the 
necessaries 
of 
life. 
U ntil we stop tiiis, until we bring people here 
to consume w hat we raise at home and to 
make what we need to produce it w ith, and 
to clothe ourselves and fam ilies w ith, just so 
long we w ill be contributing wealth to other 
people and other States more than to our- 
seh es aud to our own State. 
So long as we 
support foreign manufactories and foreign 
operatives, so long w ill there be laborers 
among us 
out 
of 
em ploym ent 
and out 
of 
food, 
and 
so 
long 
w ill 
labor 
lie 
scarce aud high just when we want it most. 
Agriculture and mining are to-day the two 
great sources of em ploym ent for labor, and 
yet neither of the9e can give em ploym ent to 
the laborers in the State fur more than six 
months in the year. 
This state of things 
brings about an apparent surplus of labor, 
and seasons of idleness and want to laborers. 
The remedy is not to be found in re­ 
ducing 
the 
number of 
laborers, 
but 
in 
enlarging 
the 
number 
of 
sources 
of 
em ploym ent. 
If 
we had ten tim es the 
present number of people in the State there 
would be less apparent idleness, less discon­ 
tentm ent ai d com plaint for want of some­ 
thing to do and som ething to eat than there 
is now, because then w e would be a manu­ 
facturing people ; then we would be giving 
em ploym ent 
more 
c in stan tly; 
then our 
wool, our wheat, our fruit and other products 
would be worked up and consumed at home, 
and our money w ouldgoto pay our own people 
for labor rather than to pay laborers in the 
A tlantic States and Europe. 
A s a State we 
are just in that condition that needs a new 
im pulse—that needs a new departure in favor 
of new industries, and a fresh influx of new 
workers, both by head and body. 
There 
is no lack of room—there is no lack of induce­ 
m ent for enterprise or labor, but we are 
in a sort of indefinable standstill, in which 
everybody is disposed to complain of every­ 
body else, and everybody is waiting for some­ 
body else to do som ething. 
W e have nobody 
w ith authority to speak for the natural re­ 
sources and advantages of the State, and no­ 
body has the means of answering for the 
State the m any inquiries that are constantly 
being received. 
Our light is under a bushel.

H om e I I a r k e t f o r C h e e se .— Our dairy 
industry, says the N ational L u i Stock Jour­ 
nal-, seems to be blind to the advantages of 
its best market. 
A very low estim ate must 
be piaced upon the taste of our citizens in 
reference to quality of cheese by our factory 
managers. 
Perhaps, however, their indiffer- 
euce to the home market arises from a dis­ 
belief in its importance. 
Notwithstanding 
all that has been said at dairym en’s asso­ 
ciations about the necessity of tem pting the 
home market with the very best cheese made, 
the refuse is still pent to our villages and 
country stores and thrust upon those who 
would eat cheese, until those who know 
what wholesome cheese is cease to inquire 
for it. 
It is 
only 
the distant market 
that 
is 
considered, 
and 
dairymen 
are 
elated or depressed as the news from that is 
favorable fir otherwise. 
\Y e have a popula­ 
tion capable of consuming all the good cheese 
made in the country. 
It would be not only 
conducive to their health, but they are quite 
able to pay f ir it. 
There is considerable 
foreign cheese 
imported into 
our cities. 
Probably 8100,000 worth of Stilton is im ­ 
ported and consumed by those who prize 
such a delicacy. 
It would seem that this 
should awaken Am erican enterprise, for we 
can make as good Stilton a* is made in 
England, and sold to us at three prices of 
our best cheese. 
Our soil is 
peculiarly 
adapted to the production of rich milk. 
Our 
m ilk will bear a higher cream staudard th m 
that produced in Europe. 
Extra cream is 
added to Stiltou cheese ; but there is little 
doubt that our best Jersey m iik 
would 
make prime Stilton without any additional 
cream. 
If this delicious chee.-e were made in 
this country, large quantities of it would 
soon be consumed at a much better profit 
than is now obtained for any cheese exported. 
Our people pay high prices for “ gilt-edged” 
butter, and they would not hesitate to pay a 
price as com paratively high for cheese of the 
same extra quality. In England and Europe 
meat is cousuuied in such lower ratio per 
capita than in this country, aud the laboring 
population supply its place with cheese of a 
common quality, and at a less price, accord­ 
ing to food value. 
Now. it would be better 
for us to ship our lower grades of cheese to 
supply this peculiar market than to force it 
upon 
our 
home, 
which 
is quite 
able 
to take the best. 
And sending these low- 
grades to supply this demand for cheap cheese 
need not injure our credit for good cheese, 
because it will be sold for what it is, aud our 
finest grades w ill keep up our reputation for 
quality. 
M eat is so comparatively cheap in 
tnis country that our most economical popu­ 
lation prefer that to a low grade of chetse. 
It is quite true that the best way to get rid 
of our poor cheese is to stop making it, as 
there is no excuse for making poor cheese 
from whole m iik ; hut we make some fair 
qualities of cheese at our creameries, after 
lightly skimming for butter, and this has al­ 
ready acquired a reputation as healthy food 
among the farm and factory lalmrers of Eng­ 
land. To double our consumption of cheese at 
hom eitisonly necessary t h at e very c u n try and 
village store, as well as tbosi of our cities, be 
supplied with a prime quality of cheese; aud, 
to suit the most fastidious tastes, we should 
make a cheese equal in every particular to 
Stilton. 
It c< rtaiuly shows a want of proper 
dairy enterprise to allow' the demand for the 
best cheese to be supplitd from abroad. 
If 
one-half the enterprise had been exhibited in 
educating our own people to the u*e of a 
high quality of cheese that there has been to 
build up a foreign market, we should have 
heard nothing of ruinously low prices. L et us 
feel a just pride in our success in opening a 
large foreign market, which is destined to be­ 
come more profitable than in the past, bat 
let us not for.et th..t greater and more lucra­ 
tive market ready to receive our goods at 
home.

coated w ith bronze is painted w ith soluble 
glass and the solution sprinkled over it 
from a sieve an i then dried, win-u tlie sur­ 
plus p;>wder is rubbed off w ith a brush. 
I’he process is sim ple, and is said to resist 
heat or w ashing « itli alcohol, and takes 
the burnisher readily. 
It w ould seem as if 
the p fociss m ight be valuable in decorat­ 
in g stoves and iron-work exposed to the 
weather. 


N e w F o r m o r M a r in e r s ’ C o m pa ss — A 
n ew form of m ariners’ com pass has tw o 
horizot.t.il bard.-*, resem bling tiie hands of 
a clock, and free to turn round over the 
entire surface of 
the com pass-card, arc 
m ade parts of au electrical circuit. 
T ne 
cour. e o f th e steam ship having been laid, 
the hands are brought togeth er on either 
side of this point, leaving on ly a space of 
a few degrees betw een them , 
T he card is 
still tree to m ove in any direction, but if it 
touches the hands on eith er side electric: 1 
connection is m ade, and a bell rings in the 
C aptain’s cabin, nr in any other part of the 
circuit, as desired. 
B y th is arrangem ent 
any deviation by the steersm an from the 
course laid down for him is reported by t he 
bell, w hich rings continuously till th e ship’s 
course is corrected. 


S t o n e P l a n i n g M a c h in e —A m achine 
for planing granite and other hard stones 
has been brought cu t th at prom ises to 
prove of value in reducing th e cost of pre­ 
paring b u ildin g stones. 
I t consists of an 
oblong fram e of iron, supported at the 
corners, and carrying a m ovable platt- n, 
som ew hat after the m anner of iron planing 
m achines. 
On th is is placed a strong head­ 
piece or tool holder, and by m eans of a 
system of long pulleys and corresponding 
belts, pow er m ay be brought to the tool 
w hatever its position during the work. 
The block of granite to be planed is placed 
on a hand-truck and foiled under tlie m a­ 
chine aud raised by m eans ot jack-screw s 
to th e proper level for the work. 
The 
revolution of the cu ttin g tool planes down 
the stone at about tb e pace of the iron 
planers, and perform s the work in a m an­ 
ner fully equal to hand labor. 
The tool is 
fed to the work by hand, one man being 
sufficient for all th e work. 


I n l a y in g W o o d 
by- C o m p r e s s io n . - * A 
m ethod of producing inlaid wood for orna­ 
m ental purposes by com pression has i etn 
recently tried w ith success. 
A veneer of 
som e soft wood is laid over a board of hard 
wood of a contrasting color and th e tw o 
are firm ly glued together and dried. 
The 
tw o pieces are then steam ed till softened, 
and a sh eet of zinc, cu t out as a 3teucil in 
som e ornam ental pattern, is laid over the 
veneer, and w h ile th e w ood is still soft, 
tlie w hole is passed betw een heavy rollers. 
The pressure forcc3 th e zinc into th e veneer, 
pressing it into tlie backing below . 
The 
soft veneer sw ells up through the ojnnings 
iu tb e zinc plate, ami in this m anner tlie 
pattern is reproduced in refit f on th e wood. 
T he plate com es off ea sry and tin n i t is 
only necessary to plane dow n th e veneer 
till tlie hard w ood is reached. T his m ethod 
of com pressing one wood into another is 
reported to give a sm ooth unbroken snr- 
tace w ith cleariy defined lines betv. een tne 
tw o woods. 


P r e s e r v a t io n 
o f 
W o o d. — T w o new 
processes in the preservation of wood are 
reported. 
In one a boiler is prepared, and 
iu th is are placed iron gratings on which 
the pieces of wood m ay be p need, care b e­ 
ing taken in loading up th e boiler to keep 
each piece of tim ber separate from the o th ­ 
ers. 
W ater is then placed in a second 
boiler and raised to a tem perature of 113 
Fahr.. w hen the follow ing chem icals are 
added in these proportions : Sulphate of 
zinc, 55 kilogram s ; Am erican potash, 22 
kilos ; Am erican aiurn, 44 kilos ; oxide of 
m anganese, 
22 
to 
each 
55 
kilos 
ot 
water. 
W hen 
these 
dissolve, sulphu­ 
ric 
acid of 
6 0 , 
in the proportion of 
22 kilos, m ay be slow ly added till the 
mass 
is 
w ell 
saturated. 
T his m ixture 
is ilm n placed in the boiler containing the 
wood till the wood is covered, w hen the 
w hole is boiled for three hours. 
4 he wood 
is then taken out and laid on wooden grat­ 
ings to dry and harden. 
W ood treated by 
th is process is said to becom e partially pet­ 
rified and able to resist fire su cces-iu lly, 
on ly charring slow ly under intense heat. 
The second process is cheaper and much 
more sim ple. 
Tim ber is piaced in pits aud 
covered w ith quicklim e, and tiie lim e is 
then slow ly slaked w ith water. 
T he tim ­ 
ber is then left undisturbed for eigh t day s. 
W ooden sleepers thus treated are reported 
to become very hard, tough and durable, 
w hile retaining all their strength and elas­ 
ticity. 


M e t e o r s a n d M e t e o r i c P h e n o m e n a . 
W hen observers baud together to w atch 
every quarter of th e sk y, and to keep on 
the lookout through the w hole night, the 
num ber of m eteors that present them selves 
is very great. 
In this w ay it lias been as­ 
certained that upward of thirty on the av­ 
erage, which are conspicuous enough to he 
6eeu w ithout instrum ents, com e w ithin the 
view o f the observers stationed a t one lo ­ 
cality. 
A nd it is com puted that telescopic 
m eteors m ust be about forty or fifty tim es 
as num erous as those visible to the naked 
eye. 
These results m ay lie obtained from 
observations m ade at one station ; 
but 
w hen concerted observations are carried on 
at different stations sevtra! other facts of 
interest com e to light. 
B y sim ultaneous 
observations at distant station?, it has hem 
discovered th at the hightrirf m eteors above' 
th e surface of the earth usually ranges 
from one hundred and tw en ty down to 
tw en ty m iles, tlie average 
liight being 
about sixty m iles; that th e direction of 
their flight is toward th e earth, either in a 
vertical or in a sloping direction ; aud that 
their speed in m ost casts lies betw een thirty* 
and fifty m iles a second. 
W e thus arrive 
at the conclusion that visible m eteors are 
phenom ena of our own atm osphere ; and 
as the atm osphere reach-s a hight, at m ost, 
of one hundred and fifty m iles, and is, 
therefore, but a thin film over to vast a 
globe as the earth, it is obviohs that tbe 
spectators at any one place can see only a 
very sm all portion of th e m eteors which 
dart about through all parts of th is en ­ 
velop e., A fter m akm g allow ance for this, 
w e are forced to conclude that no fewer 
than 306,000,000 of these bodies pass daily 
into the earth’s atm osphere, of w hich abont 
Seven m illions and a half are large enough 
to be seen w ith the naked eye on a clear 
n ight, and in the absence of the m oon.— 
[Professor G. J. Stoney.

NEW YORK PROFITING 3Y CALIFOR­ 
NIA'S NEW CONSTITUÍ ION. 


Robbing a Good Ssm arltin— A Theater 
with Evangelic Supporters—Edwin 
Eo.ih Going Abroad. 


New Y ork, February 14, 1SS0. 
You have heart! doubtless of the organ­ 
ization here, mainly by prominent Califor­ 
nians, of a new Mining Stock Exchange, 
in connection with a banking company and 
clearing-house, wuieli will, it is expected, 
he a great financial power, anil exercise 
marked influence on Wall street and its 
eoncerns. The banking department, to be 
called the United States Trust Company, 
and to be the principal feature of the or­ 
ganization, has already secured offices in 
lower Broadway, and will be conducted, 
along with the Exchange and Clearing­ 
house, to what can hardly fail to be a very 
prosperous issue. 
Several rich Califor­ 
nians, who have quitted thtir old homes 
to reside here, say that the establishment 
of the new Trust Company, with $5,000,­ 
000 capital, and a chart-r of almost unlim­ 
ited powers, is another direct result of the 
• 
PREVALENCE OP KRARNEYTSM 
In your State. Tney add that, unless the 
new Constitution he materially altered, 
and the discriminations against property 
and property-holders he rescinded, capital 
will be driven away from California, and 
that once driven away, it cannot he got 
back, even by wise and conservative legis­ 
lation. They point to their own example 
in support of their opinion, and to the fact 
that other Californians are preparing to 
leave San Francisco, Sacramento, Oakland, 
Stockton and other centers, not because 
they do not like those places, but because 
they waut to be in the East, where, as they 
express it, property is not considered rob­ 
bery and where success is not an indictable 
offense. The mining center, hitherto in 
San Francisco, will, in their judgment, he 
transferred hither ; the transfer hasalready 
begun, and will continue until that city 
shall have lost all its mining prestige, un­ 
less the course of communism be promptly 
and permanently checked. 
I do not give you the views of New 
Yorkers on this subject—they might he 
prejudiced—but £he views of people of the 
Pacific Coast, who wish it well, but who 
see that deinagogism is steadily working 
its ruin. Every few days some prominent 
Californian of energy, enterprise and 
fortune appears here with the announce­ 
ment that he has surrendered his residence 
on the Slope in exchange for New York 
citizenship, owing to the domination there 
of Kearneyism. These are unmistakable 
evidences of and practical arguments 
aaainst the new Constitution which 110 in­ 
telligent man can ignore, and as such their 
recapitulation ought to he of concern to 
you and yours, who are so much interested 
in the matter. 
A MILLIONAIRE OF GENEROOS FAITH. 
The faith shown by Henry' C. Robinson, 
the ex-Californian, who has just died at 
Yonkers, leaving $40,000 to the destitute 
women and children of San Francisco, has j 
caused more surprise than admiration here. ¡ 
The testator left the money in trust to the j 
Mayor and City Council of the town, and ! 
as they are, in ¡ art, of the Kearney party, 
it is thought that he must have been 
more generous than wise. 
Presuming 
them 
to 
he 
strictly honest, the 
ability of the Kearney section of that city 
government to manage any such fund 
might well he questioned. 'The reputation 
of Kearneyites, however it may be regard­ 
ed on the sand lots, does not stand well 
outside of that charmed locality. To con­ 
fide money to them is, in intelligent esti­ 
mation, to lose it through teouudielism or 
ignorance. Robinson, an Argonaut, and 
for several terms a State Senator, seemed 
to prove liis sagacity by his financial suc­ 
cess. His faith in men not deserving of 
faith must be explained by his residence 
abroad of late years. He had not probably 
concerned himself w’ith recent California 
politics. He showed excellent sense in 
confining his charity to women and chil­ 
dren, who need charity far more than men 
do. Men have everything on their side— 
nature, Bociety, tradition, law. If they 
cannot 
get on with all their ad­ 
vantages, the fault is generally in 
them, 
not in 
the 
circumstances. 
Women, on the contrary, have every­ 
thing to conteud against. When they 
are destitute, they are destitute indeed. 
For a woman to be poor and friendless is 
sufficient to evoke the compassioc of the 
hardest heart. A niau in want is at worst 
more or less a melodrama ; a woman in 
want is a supreme tragedy.

A Shrewd and Unscrupulous Men— Sla-ked 
Balls — Ths Cold Weather — 
Parisian Gossip.

Paris, February 2, 1SS0. 
The climate of Paris is far from salubri­ 
ous, and were it not for the constant arrival 
of the provincials the gay capital would 
soou find itself depopulated. 
Therefore 
one is not long in Paris before observing the 
numerous funerals which daily move along 
the t treets, and he is particularly impressed 
on seeing all the men, from the most ele­ 
gantly dressed gentlemen to the common 
street-cleaners, respectfully lift their liats 
as the proce1 sion goes hy, w hile the women 
invariably cross themselves. The moment 
a person dies the authorities are informed 
of it, and the government officials come to 
examine tiio corpse and order the day of the 
funeral. The family decide on the style of 
funeral they w ill choose—whether it shall 
be a first-class, second class, third-class, 
and so on — for each represents a cer­ 
tain sum of money which, on being 
placed iu the bauds of certain agents 
authorized by the Government will procure 
everything which is required for t ie occa­ 
sion. 
It depends ou the cfass chosen 
whether or not there will be high mass, 
whether three caudles or twenty caudles 
will be kept burning on the altar, whether 
two or ten priest will sing canticles around 
the corpse, and as to the amount of silver 
trimming used in the decoration. I at­ 
tended 
A FUNERAL 
The other day of an old gentleman friend 
of 86 years of age, and I could not help 
feeling some astonishment at the ceremony 
in which I took part. One of the first and 
most important occupations of the family 
after the death of one of its members is the 
issuing to their friends of the /aire port, 
which is a very large sheet of paper bor­ 
dered in black, whereon is printed the age 
and profession of the deceased and ail titles 
of which lie may be possessed. The place 
and time of the mass are given, after which 
follows the names of the mourners, 
from the nearest and dearest rela­ 
tions down to the grand nephews and 
grand nieces of two years and even two 
months old. When the family is numer­ 
ous you can imagine the long list which 
follows, and should a relative, however 
distant, be omitted, he may prove more 
vindictive than the wicked fairy who was 
excluded from the invitation to attend on 
the birth of the “ Sleeping Beauty.” The 
corpse is never exposeii unless it should be 
that oi a known statesman or other im­ 
portant dignitary ; in fact the body is given 
over immediately to the authorities, who 
take possession of it as though they only 
had a right to it. I therefore was unable 
to see iny old friend. On reaching the 
porte coc/iere which is the large entrance 
leading to the different apartments of the 
locotaires, I found it covered with heavy- 
black curtains with silver fringe. Further 
back in the hall stood the Cuffin, covered 
with a similar cloth, on the top of which 
certain ensigns were placed indicating that 
the deceased was a retired artillery officer, 
and beside these was deposited the medal 
of the Legion of Honor. 
A cross 
embroidered in white ou the cloth 
in the background, and burning caudles 
stationed around the cotiin, gave toe scene 
the appearance of a chapel. Etiquette re­ 
quired that all the inhabitants oí the same 
house should be invited to the funeral of 
one of its inmati s, although they may 
never have seen each other, and eacli per­ 
son going out and coming iu by the porte 
cochere is expected to kneel beside the 
corpse and there offer a prayer. Religious 
passers-by never fail to enteran! there ot­ 
ter their devotions for the soul of the de­ 
parted, and the long line of kneeling- 
figures reminds one of the modest shrines 
ou the roadside to be seen in ail Catholic 
countries of Europe. The moment of 
THE CEREMONY 
Is never retarded, for perhaps another poor 
body is awaiting sepulture, and the priests 
in attendance have other canticles to sing 
before the day is over. On each side of the 
hearse marched artillery soldiers, then be­ 
hind came the chief mourners (that is gen­ 
tlemen mourners), who on this occasion 
were the nephew by marriage and grand 
nephew by marriage to the deceased. 
These two gentlemen marched with uncov­ 
ered heads ; after them came the rest of 
the gentlemen friends, and behind all of 
these walked the lady mourners, one of 
whom was the sister of the deceased. Be­ 
side her were other lady members of the 
family, followed by the lady friends. 
Funeral carriages, although empty, brought 
up the rear, and all followed in the middle 
of the street, which invariably occurs, 
whether in the dust, rain, mud or snow. 
At the church the men passed on one side, 
and the women on the other. After the 
mass came the cauticle, sung by several 
priests, who surrounded the corpse. At 
the conclusion the gentlemen mourners ad­ 
vanced, and the first, taking from the 
hands of a priest a silver dipper contain­ 
ing holy water, thre w a portion on the cof­ 
fin ; he, in his turn, gave it to the second 
mourner, who passed it to a gentleman, 
and so on until there remained no more 
gentlemen, when the turn of the women 
came. As they passed down the aisle, the 
mourners ranged themselves near the 
door, the men on one side and the 
women on the other. 
The friends 
then one by one shook hands with the 
gentlemen and after that with each of the 
lady mourners. After this ceremony the 
door was opened and the procession formed 
in the same manner as when leaving the 
house and then proceeded to the cemetery. 
What struck me particularly was the in­ 
ferior role given to women. They seemed 
merely to be tolerated, although if at any 
time throughout this pilgrimage of life full 
equality should be accorded it is before 
death, and I would not fad to detect in this 
ceremony traees of 
ANCIENT BARBARISM. 
I remember having seen a funeral in 
Switzerland, in a lit:le town on the Lake 
of Bienne, at which no women at all as­ 
sisted, aud where the gentlemen mourners 
ranged themselves along the street anil 
received hand-shaking from all the in­ 
habitants of the village. In France when 
a family moves from an apartment wherein 
a member has died, they are forced by law 
to p3y the expenses required for repapering 
the room and the renewing of it generally. 
But let me quit the gloomy subject of 
burials to dwell upon something more 
gav. The balls at the Grand Opera House 
given each year have a portion of them 
tasen place and have proved a greater suc­ 
cess than for some years past. That is 
owing to the fact that aside from the at­ 
traction which the beauty of the house pre­ 
sents, a tine orchestra is installed in t ie 
/over as well as in the salle where the 
dancing takes place. The mask 1 alls w ere 
in gre.it vogue during the reign of Louis 
Fhilippe, w hen all the bourgeois Were ir. at­ 
tendance, but their day has gone by, an! 
were it not for very strenuous efforts used 
to sustain them, they would already have 
fallen among the things of the past.

sire to boast of having attended a ball ur 
the Grand Opera House, they are fro- 
quented aim ust exclusively by foreign 
visitors.

NOTED, ALTHOUGH NOT DISTINGUISHED, 
Men of French politics, died on Saturday 
last. M. Granier de Cassagnac was the 
father of the famous Paul de Cassagnac 
who is the greatest agitator of the 
Bonapartist party. He was possessed of 
remark able talent, not only as a jnurna'ist, 
but as a litterateur, jit he was thoroughly 
devoid of conscience ormorai instincts. He 
was a well-known defender of slavery, aud 
married Mile, de Beauvallon, a creole from 
one of the colonies. Inconsistent, w ith his 
defense of slavery ho defended Romanism, 
and was very much attached to Victor 
Hugo, who managed him to his advantage. 
Under the second Republic lie was the 
mouth-pieceof the party who rallied around 
the Presidential Prince, and he pushed him 
to the coup d'etat of the 2d of December, 
of which he made himself afterwards the 
apologist. He ma le great opposition to the 
liberal acts of the Emperor, and called -him­ 
self one of the seven wise men of Greece, 
and was more imperialist than the 
Emperor himself. He has rendered great 
service to his party, although he has not 
always followed the road of honesty to serve 
it. He was j-killful aud cunning and very 
often repaired the harm done to his party 
by the awkward boisti-roueness of his 6on. 
M. Granier cle Cassagnac was a type such 
as Europe furnishes from time to time. 
Many curious anecdotes aie recounted of 
him which are authentic, proved by the 
archives found at the Tnileries, and which 
demonstrate perfectly his character. Being 
instrumental in aiding Napoleon III. to the 
throne, he, with a number of other friends 
of the Emperor, 
I'R-FITED IN A SUBSTANTIAL MANNER 
By the new state of affairs. One day these 
friends concluded among themselves that 
they would dispense with M. de Cassag- 
nac’s services, and refused to pay him the 
sum he regularly drew from the public 
treasury, He made no murmur, and ap­ 
parently accepted the situation with a good 
grace. Without speaking to any one on the 
subject he went to the Minister, aud taking 
him apart, informed him in a confidential 
manner that the Emperor had a poor rel­ 
ative who needed assistance, but owing to 
the discontent already expressed as to the 
way iu which he had favored his own family 
the Emperor wished the Minister to hand to 
him, Cassagnac, a certain sum each month 
that he might aid this poor relative, w'hile 
the affair would remain secret. The Min­ 
ister very readily consented, and M. 
Granier de Cassagnac continued until the 
fall of the Empire to draw from the public 
treasure the same sum he had before re­ 
ceived, without bis friends being any the 
wiser. Wiien he repaired t:> the Treas­ 
ury Department to draw this money, in­ 
stead of presenting a paper or demanding 
it orally, he would go to the window, 
breathe upon it and then trice with his 
finger (i666, which lie immediately after 
effaced. 
The Secretary understood, toe 
money was handed over, and M. de 
Cassagnac departed without having opeued 
liis lips or in any way compromised bis 
cause. He was a dangerous in n, oue ot 
those lighting dogs it is best to quiet with 
a piece of meat ; and w hat is to the 
discredit of the Republic, for some time he 
was a recipient of a sum of money paid 
him out of the four or five million of francs 
allowed the Minister of the Interieur, of 
which he is not obliged to render an ac­ 
count.

At the advent ordinations in England, 
156 persons were admitted to holy orders. 
Frof. Messmer, of Munich, editor of the 
DeuUcher Alertur, organ of the Did Cath­ 
olics of Germany, is dead. 
The Rev. Edward Palmer, father of Dr. 
B. M. Palmer of New Orleans, has entered 
his ninty-second year. He preached re­ 
cently an animated sermon. 
The death is announced of the Rev. 
Reuben Gaylord at Omaha, Neb. He was 
a Congregational minister nearly forty-five 
years. He graduated from Yale in 1834. 
The Bishops of the Southern Methodist 
Church are growing old. Bishop Paine is 
80; Kavanaugh, 73; Pierce, 69; YY'ight- 
man, 72; Doggett, 69; Keener, 59, aud 
McTyeire, 56. 
It is announced that General Rathbone 
has given $25.000 toward the proposed 
$250,000 endowment fund for the Uni­ 
versity of Rochester (Baptist). There only 
remains $40,000 to raise to complete the 
endowment. 
The Church of God (German Baptist), 
founded by Dr. VVinebrenuer,. will cele­ 
brate this year the semi-centenary of its 
existence. 
Special contributions for be­ 
nevolent purposes are asked for, and some 
$30.000 w anted for a classical school. 
The Free Baptists are increasing in 
North Carolina. They have now about 
15,000 members, besides 7,000 colored 
members. They are in sympathy, but not 
in conuection, with the General Confer­ 
ence of the Free-will Baptistsof the North. 
The General Theological Seminary (Epis­ 
copal) New York, has educated more than 
a score of Bishops and upward of 1,2( 10 
e’ergymen. It has now in its classes 100 
students. The seminary is under the direct 
control of the General Convention. 
The oldest Non conformist place of wor­ 
ship in England is to be seen in the village 
of Horningsham, Wilts. It hears the date 
of 1566. and was built for some Presbyte­ 
rian workmen who were engaged upon the 
erection of a palace in the neighorhood. 
The Congregational denomination has m 
Massachusetts 528 churches, of which 2S2 
have pastors, ISO acting castors, and 66 
are vacant. There are 655 ministers, of 
w'hom 195 are not in pastoral service. The 
number of members is 91,787. The addi­ 
tions the past year numbered 4,200. Of 
th se 2,421 were by profession. 
Some of the ministers of the Irish Epis­ 
copal Church holding that disestablishment 
has annulled the privileges of Non-conform­ 
ists in the parish chtfrch-yards, and re­ 
fused to allow dissenting burial services, 
an appeal has been taken to the Church 
Representative Body, which decides that 
the rights of Non-conformists in parish 
church-yards remain intact. 
Toe United Presbyterian Presbytery of 
Edinburgh has adopted a resolution calling 
on the Queeu “ toexercise her authority to 
put a sfop to the atrocities which are being 
perpetrated in Afghanistan in burning vil­ 
lages and in leaving helpless women and 
children to die of cold and hunger—pro­ 
ceedings at variance not only with the dic­ 
tates of Christianity, but even with the 
laws of civilized warfare.” 
Tie New York “ Baptist Annual” for 
1SS0 reports the whole number of Baptist 
churches iu that State at 872, with 113, <44 
members, showing a decrease of seven 
churches and an increase of 377 members. 
Four of the churches have more than S00 
members: The Abyssinian, New 5 ork, 
with 1 400 members ; Strong Place, Brook­ 
lyn. 893 ; the church in 1 >:nchain ton, with 
857, and Calvary Church, New York, with 
817.

The Church of Jesus, in “Mexico (Episco­ 
pal), has been maintaining services in Vera 
Cruz, which were conducted by a lay 
reader. Albino Soto. Soto was recently ill- 
formed that circumstances made it neces­ 
sary to withdraw the support given his 
mission. In reply, Soto declared that the 
mi-sion must not be dosed, and, for the 
purpose of keeping it open, he would get 
some work to do so as to pay the rent of 
the hall and support his family,

There is inore attention bestowed at 
present on evening and ball dresses than 
ou any other part of the toilet.

A great vari, ty of broches are 
to be seen; one of the newest designs 
among these are diamond-shaped figures of 
all sizes. 
YOUNG LADIES WEAK, 
For walking purposts, long jackets of 
“ drap iivree ” or biege, with deep collars. 
“ Drap de satin,” of which mention ha¿ al­ 
ready been made, is to be seen in all deli­ 
cate colors for opera cloaks, “ matinees ” 
and children’s cloaks. A “matinee ” lately 
made of this goods lias a trimming down 
the front, in the shape of a vest, consist­ 
ing of a number of “ point d’esprit” tulle 
plaitiugs, which form a very large jarbot 
over the breast. On ei her side ot this 
piece are two plaitings of the same tulle. 
The same trimming surrounds the gar­ 
ment.

ealcnraut Corks. Bright, straight, sharp- 
pointed prongs and keen-edged, flashing 
blades, are indispensable for good carving. 
Personally, 1 have a preference lor huck- 
horn handles, silver bound aud clamped— 
the round fo-rn, slight curve, and rather 
rough surface common to them affording a 
grip and purchase absent fr..m the ordi­ 
nal y straight bevel-edged ones of ivory or 
bone. 
Bearing these facts in mind, and 
remembering tiiat for carving joints the 
handles of the knife and fork are to lie 
shoit and the bladts and prongs long, and 
that fur game and poultry the very re­ 
verse of this is necessary, greater firmness 
of blade ami point in the latter case being 
requisite, little further need be said here 
concerning the carver’s tools. 
First then for the sirloin, that noble and 
unequaled specimen of bovine production. 
The fillet or undercut from this joint, be­ 
ing always better when eaten hot rather 
th m Cold, should generally claim the 
carver’s first attention. It must be cut 
transversely into thick slices, like a tongue ; 
as also should be the fat at the thinner end, 
a portion of which should go with each 
slice of lean from the thicker. Of course 
the joint n list be turned over, to enable 
the carver to get at it conveni­ 
ently ; and, according to the number of 
persons to he helped, he should cut so 
many slices at once, before settling the 
bone up iu its proper position again. By 
this means he can, when helping trom the 
main bulk of the joint, give a portion of 
the fillet to each, without having constant­ 
ly to turn the joint from one side to the 
other. Now, at times, some people prefer 
that both upper and under side of a sirloin 
should be cut alike—that is, transversely— 
aud, though generally con-idered au ex­ 
travagant way, it is not without its advan­ 
tages, the chief of these notably being that 
each slice has an equalization of brown and 
juicy meat—there being, so to speak, 
no outside cut, each help having, in 
a section, brown and underdone in 
the same slice. A piece of the fat from 
the flap or lower end of the joint must, of 
course, accompany every portion, as incase 
of the fidet, ami it should be remembered 
that these two sorts of fat arc very differ­ 
ent in quality ; the under, or fillet, being 
of a far" more juicy, delitate and tender 
quality than the. upper, especially when 
hot. The upp r, however, accompanied as 
it is hy the cr. ckly edge or skin, if we 
choose to call i so, is exceedin Jy tooth­ 
some, with a flavor peculiarly its own, 
highly prized by the Briton. 
The ordinary plan of carving the siiloiu, 
however, recommends itself to must house­ 
wives as the bitter, from the fact that lean 
a.id fat gi> together necessarily with . acb 
s'ice. It is generally advised that, before 
slices are cut, the point of the knife should 
he inserted a short distance between the 
meat aud the bone, both of the chine (or 
shoi t upright bone) and the rib (or long 
hone). 
Then the knife has but to be 
passed dextrously down the face of the 
meat, aud each slice comes away easily 
and clean from the edges. Only, of course, 
those who are helped lirst iu tiiis instance, 
get the brown or well-done outside, and 
those later on the under-done or juicy. 
Therefore it is always necessary for the 
carver, as an act of common civility, to ask 
those whom he is helping whether their 
preference be for well or under done. 
Slices of roast beef from the upper side 
cannot well be cut too thin, when carved 
in what I call the ordinary fashion, except­ 
ing perhaps the first or outside slice, which 
admits, from its crispness, of having a lit­ 
tle more substance. The joint should be 
kept perfectly straight upon the dish— 
that is to say, at right augles with the line 
of sight of the carver—nothing looking 
worse or more awkward than for the meat 
to he twisted all awryr ; and in fact no real 
facility is afforded by doing so, for, if the 
carver does not stretch his arms out far 
enough to bring his right hand and 
wrist well above the joint, he will 
find 
that 
by 
holding 
the 
knife 
almost perpendicularly, and cutting down­ 
ward, he lias, with the support from the 
fork, all the purchase nec issary. On no 
account either may he stand up, set his 
arms akimbo, or bow' his back ; all the 
strength requisite can be exercised from 
his chair, by inclining the body sufficiently 
forw ard. The muscular exertion demanded 
is seldom greater than most ladies, with 
practice, can supply, and they should not 
be deterred by any slight s.-use of f atigue in 
the early days of their carving career, as 
it will prove a gentle exercise well calcu­ 
lated to strengthen their hands and wrists, 
without in any way disfiguring them. 
During all pauses in the carving the knife 
aud fork should be placed on the knife 
rests, and never thrust in or left under the 
joint, ; nor, while the carver add» the gravy 
to the plate of meat in front of him, with 
the spoon in his right hand, is it well for 
him to hold the knife and fork in a bunch, 
as it were, in his left. To do tins gives a 
slovenly, hasty, eating-house sort of effect 
to the process, especially if, at the same 
time, the dish be lifted with the left hand, 
for t ie easier filling of the spoon. This is 
always an inelegant proceeding, calculated 
to endanger the purity of the tablecloth, 
by the siuicing of the gravy over the ed ;e 
of the dish, or, even worse, by the capsiz­ 
ing of the joint itself. A carver cannot be 
too careful never to make a mess ; and if 
every dish has, as it should hive, a well, 
there is no excuse for his doing so. A tii.y 
crust of bread put under one end of the 
dish to cant it a little, in the absence of a 
gravy well, is at the most all that can be 
pardoned in the way of disturbing the 
equilibrium of the dbo. 
If a p' r.i, n of the garnish of horse- 


ing ; when cooked, season highly and dishy 
have ready some slices of fried bread cut 
into square pieces; scatter them on the 
surface of the soup and serve; do this 
quickly, as pea soup cools and thickens 
rapidly. Pea soup is apt to bum, and 
great care must be taken to prevent it by 
not exposing it to too great a heat aud by 
Stirling it frequently. 
Baked H addock.—You do not half ap­ 
preciate this fish, which, when baked, is 
excellent. This is a Scotch receipt for 
baking a haddock, which is excellent: 
Take the half of a stale five-cent loaf, and 
soak it in miik ; dry it iu a cloth, and put 
it into a skillet with a bit of butter ; with 
a spoon w'ork it about until it becomes 
stiff; boil an egg, anil take the hard yolk, 
which incorporate with a raw egg, w'hite 
and yolk ; takeoff your bread crumb, and, 
when cold, mix in the egg ; season with a 
pinch of thyme, some well-chopped pars­ 
ley, salt and pepper, and the juice of a 
lemon. Having had the fish properly 
opened, introduce the stuffing, and sew up 
the opening and put in a baking dish. 
Now you may either lard the fish with 
melted butter or make a sauce with a half 
pint of milk, in which an onion has been 
beiled, which is thickened with a little 
flour and butter. 
Frequent basting is 
necessary. Cook from three-quarters of an 
hour to an hour.

Parks before 


th e A ssem bly C om m ittees on A griculture 


and W ater R ights, in explanation of the 


D rainage bill. I t w ill be found to em body 


a particularly clear and forcible argum ent 


in support of that m easure, and to deal 
w ith the more or less frivolous objections 


raised to it in a very exh au stive and con­ 
vin cin g way. 
T he soundness of th e prin­ 


cip les upon w hich th e b ill is based is cer­ 


tain to be recognized even tu ally, because, 


a s we have already pointed out, it is a per­ 


fectly logical consequence of th e scientific 


conclusions w hich have been reached in 


th e 
prem ises. 
The 
bill prom ises relief 


from 
the debris, 
reclam ation of swam p 


lands, 
th e 
restoration of 
th e 
rivers 


to 
navigab ility, 
and 
the 
protection 


of 
Sacram ento 
and 
M arysville 
from 


floods. 
It in volves no unlim ited taxation. 


I t dem ands no u seless expenditure in any 
direction. 
I t does n o t propose to jeopard­ 


ize any m an’s possessions. 
I t affords no 


room for the grow th of any dangerous 


power. 
It is open to no one of the puerile 


and pettifogging objections 
w hich have 
been raised against it by attorneys who are 


afraid that litigation m ay be put an end 


to, and that their fees (contingent and 


otherw ise) m ay consequently be cu t off 
u ntim ely. 
The address of Mr. Parks puts 


th e w hole situ ation in a p erfectly clear 


ligh t, show s that the tim e for action has 
arrived, and dem onstrates th a t th is is the 


right kind of action to take. 
W e recom ­ 


m end our readers to give it a careful pe­ 
rusal.

SIGNIFICANT 
INCIDENT. 


In w ithdraw ing from the local m unici­ 


p al canvass Mr. K nox states th a t he w ill 
v o te hereafter w ith th e Republican party, 


w h ich he conceives to be the natural ref­ 


uge of all who stand for civilization and 


progress, and w ho are opposed to barbar­ 


ism and socialistic retrogression. 
O bser­ 
vation has convinced him that the disturb­ 
in g elem ents in m odem society gravitate

W e are glad to w elcom e Mr. 


K n ox to a political standpoint w hich has 


alw ays belonged to him , had he only know n 


w h at h is natural affinities were, and we 


have no doubt th a t his advance but serves 


to in d i-ate a change w hich w ill in a short 


tim e be forced upon scores of thousands of 


in tellig en t, patriotic, and self-respecting 


m en.

It is very evid en t th at the state of af­ 


fairs now existin g in S n Fsancfsco cannot 


be endured m uch lougt-r, and cannot pro­ 
ceed m uch further w ithou t an explos on. 


T he com m unity lias heeu for fu ll three 
years expo3ed to attacks upon its cr. i", its 


civilization, its ca ab ilities of self-defcuse, 
sufficient to have ruined a city not singu­ 


larly replete w ith viral force. 
K eam eyism 
has given the p lacea hail nam e all over the 


world ; has injured the standing of all Cal 


ifornia enterprises abroad ; has confirmed 


the prevailing belief iu our sem i-barbarous 


condition ; ha* given cause for scoffing at 
th ■ im noter.ee an<l inadequacy o f Am erican 
institutions ; has brought about a chronic 
business depression ; and ha3 in direct and 


iudirect w ays produced more re d harm and 


injury tlia.i a three years’ drought could 
have caused. 
From th e (>■ inning until 


now the K earneyite agitation has heeu a 


false and a m ischievous cue. 
It w as based 


n> on s'.iam grievances at the start. 
I t rep­ 


resented th e innate im patience of law and 


order, steady industry and p atient thrift, 
natural to m ea rem oved 
hut a 
little 


w ay 
from 
barbarism , 
and 
incapable 
of understanding and appreciating the 


fullness 
of 
th e 
opportunities 
w hich 


the 
Am ricvn 
g o \ crm uent.il 
system 


offers to tliote 
who have 
m uscles 
to 


w o'k w ithal, and clear brains to guide 


their m uscles. 
I t has heeu aa em phati­ 
cally un-A m erican agitation from th e lirst. 


It ■ spirit, its m ethods, its tendencies, have 
been alik e alien. 
I t has .been as a sedition 


of V andals in th e m idst of R om e, rather 
than as a legitim ate m ovem ent of A m eri­ 


can citizens acting in accordance w ith the 


principles of their governm ental system . 


P artly because of its foreign character it 


has been proof against all appeals to the 
Am erican doctrine of popular agitation, 


w ith w h ich it has had little or noth in g in 
com m on. 
Throughout i; hA3 been d istin ­ 


guished b y a barbarous d isp osition to ob­ 


tain b y brute force, and by as 
brutal 


threats, that w hich could not he obtained 


by argum ent, or by recourse to th e law ful 


agencies provided by the C onstitution. 
A s 


a factor in the politics of an Am erican city 


th is m ovem ent has been phenom enal, but 


it lias show n that how ever audacious -and 


how ever outrageous a schem e m ay he in ­ 


vented, 
Am erican 
dem agogues w ill be 


fouud ready to pander to it, and to foster 


it for their own selfish and “iu ister pur­ 


poses. 
If it was am azing th a t Kearney ism 


should find a soil in San F rancisco in 
w hich to take root, it was sham eful that it 


should find aid and com fort from A m eri­ 


can journalists and politicians who, to feed 


m ean and contem ptible business jealousies, 


or to advance p altry personal am bitious, 


wTere on ly too w illin g to jeopardize the 


safety, honor and stab ility of the w hole 


com m unity. 
In fact the w'orst features of 


th is hum iliating ca3e cannot he said to 
con sist in th e blusteriiigs and brutalities 


of the sand-lot m ob. 
T he m ost th a t can 


be said of that is, that it is the result of 


ignorance and had training. 
The m en uot 
a ctu ally iu sym pathy w ith K carneyism w ho 


have sought to use th e m ovem ent as an 


agency of private revenge, or for purposes 


of hlack-m ail, or to secure office by appeal­ 
ing to the m ost dangerous heresies and 


prejudices, are really th e m en w ho have 
done th e m ost to bring disgrace and diffi­ 


cu lty upon Sau 
Francisco. 
T h ey are 


traitors and public enem ies, and som e day 
the people th ey have tried to se ll w ill 


realize the infam y of their conduct. 


Dem agogism and vicious journalism have 


togeth er brought Sun Francisco to a d e­ 


plorable pass. 
T he d etestab le readiness 
of knaves in flattering the blatant brawlers 


who have accustom ed them selves to per­ 


petual disturbances of th e peace, has con­ 


vinced the m ob that tn ev, and n ot the 


silen t and sham e-burdened thousands w hoe 


look on at th is disgraceful spectacle, are 


the Am erican people, and that it is their 
province to issue com m ands to th e local 


governm ent, and 
to override w h atever 


laws, State or national, 
stand betw een 


them and the gratification of their antipa­ 


thies 
and 
passions. 
A nd 
beyond the 


needs of the dem agogues and the dem ands 
of the Sand-lotters, nothing is recognized as 


requiring any consideration. 
B usiness 
languishes, com m erce is paralyzed, in vest­ 


m ent ceases, m oucy is locked up or w ith ­ 


drawn altogether, m anufactures are su s­ 


pended, real estate depreciates, all property 


values 
are 
un settled, 
the 
future 
is 
shrouded 
in 
black 
clouds, 
enterprise 


is 
discouraged, 
settlem en t 
is 
pre­ 


vented, 
a 
solid 
and 
tangible 
curse 


w eighs heavily upon th e S tate aud th e city 


— aud y et the K earneyites and their pan­ 


ders do not pause for a m om ent, h u t urge 


forward their m ad career as thou gh the 


condition of their fellow s had no interest 
w hatever for them . 
A t th is m om ent it is 


quite generally believed th at a “ crisis 
is approaching. 
The Sand-lotters, that is 


to say, are more turbulent and ferocious 


in their utterances than usual, and they 
talk of arson, murder, and pillage, in a 


more m enacing 
tone 
than ever. 
The 


C hinese q u estion is m ade th e pretext for 


th is fresh access of fury, hut everyone 
know s w ho has w atched th e m ovem ent 


that there is more than th e C hinese ques­ 


tion behind it. 
It is not th e real W ork ­ 


ingm en who are bolstering up th e Sand 


I.ots. 
There are thousands of them who 
strongly disapprove of th e w hole agita­ 
tion. 
B ut it is n ot to be doubted that 


such a m ovem ent w ill attract to itself 


w hatever of vagabondage and law lessness 
and crim e is floating about, and th at these 


elem ents w ill use the credulity and folly 


of th e sincere K earneyites as a cover to 


their 
more 
sinister 
designs. 
These 


crim inal elem ents unquestionably would 


hail w ith delight an opportunity to p u t the 
torch to San Francisco. 
Plunder is their 


m otive, and if m urder should be necessary 
th ey w ould not shrink from it. 
A nd this 


is the kind of danger that threatens San 


Francisco to-day. 
A disturbance once be­ 


gun, no m atter on w hat pretext, it is al­ 


w ays to be apprehended th at the danger­ 


ous classes m ay avail them selves of it. 


This danger hangs over the city now , but 
not for the first tim e. 
For three years the 


possibility of a disastrous riot has never 


been far from th e m inds of observant 
m en. 
Several tim es during that period 


th e chronic disturbances engendered by 


K earney and h is 
p estilent panders has 


seem ed to be on the point of culm ination, 


and perhaps would have culm inated hut 
for the action taken to resist any serious 


outbreak. 
A t present the w orst prospect 


of all is before the city, but even if the 


prevalent fears are unjustified b y th e out- 


1 com e, it is evid en t that the state of thin gs 


w hich perm its of such chronic alarm s and 


uprisings is intolerable. 


It is in fact clear th at there can be no 


guarantee ag .inst an indefinite continuance 
of this condition of affairs, and th at w ould 


inv >lve th e ruin of San Francisco, aud 


tlirough S in Francisco of th e S tate. 
N o 


com m unity can harbor in its m idst such 
anarchic elem ents as these, w ithou t paying 


tin- pen dty. 
T he supineucss and pusillan- 
im itv of San Francisco have already been 


terribly punished. 
T he new C onstitution, 


v ;lh all the long train of evils flow ing 


from it, th e d ecliu eo f business, th e loss of 


:epiuation, the im periling of every in ter­ 


és", di these great and grow ing ills are at- 


tiih u lah ’e to the w ant of judgm ent w hich 
ueriuitted K ea n eyism to take root, aud 


v.wdch regarded its baleful grow th w ith 


a> ithv aud indifference u n til it had becom e 
t ’ ■ strong to extirpate.- B u t it is very 


certain that som e decided policy m ust now 


lie adopted by th e p -opicoi Sau Francisco. 


T b ev cannot afford to subm it any longer to 


the gross and outrageous pretensions ot 
K earney and his follow ers. It is absolutely 


necessary for th e prosperity of the com ­ 


m unity that the disgraceful speeches m ade 


at 
the 
sand 
lots 
should 
cease, 
th at 
intim idation 
of 
every 
kind 


should 
he 
stopped, 
that 
all 
m enaces 
w hatever should he prohibited, th a t the 


blackguards should in short he m ade to 


behave them selves as m uch lik e civilized 


,<eings as possible, and that law -abiding, 
d ecent people should he free to pursue 


ih-.ir legitim ate occupations w ith ou t m o­ 
lestation from any quarter. 
I t is neces­ 


sary tnat th e com m unity should stand 


firmly up and dem and the suppression of 


m ob m anifestations of every kind, and 


that th e im practicability of giviu g Sail 


Francisco up to fire and pillage should be 


m ade m anifest iu th e p lain est w ay, by the 
d eliberate and determ ined p u ttin g down 
I 


of all who threaten to break the law s in 


any respect. 
I t is necessary that 
this 


should he done, as w ell for th e honor 


and safety of San Francisco and the State 


I as because the present situ ation tends all 


: th e tim e to in ten sify its ow n w orst feat­ 


ures, and because, 
therefore, th e m ost 


abject subm ission to the m ob spirit can 


only result in precipitating nioh-rule aud 


ruin. 
For it is obvious th at the longer 


j the present state of thin gs lasts the more 


| widespread m u st be th e business depres­ 
sion. 
C apital w ill w ithdraw itself more 
and more, and Labor w ill find itself in 


m ore serious straits every day. 
These 


m enaces and defiances of 
th e 
law of 
course produce the very distress they are 


avow edly aim ed at. 
C apital cannot he 


bullied into in vestm en t, hut it can very 


easily he frightened out of it. 
K carneyism 


is doing a thousandfold move to blast the 


prospects of California than th e C hinese 
could ever do. 
It is inflicting injuries 


from w hich th e com m unity w ill not recover 


in ten years. 
T o endure th is longer is 


clearly im possible, unless San Francisco is 


desirous of being ruined. 
There is uo 


hope of a 
peaceful ad ju stm en t through 


passive 
endurance either, 
as w e 
have 


show n. 
T ho longer th e agitation lasts the 


w orse effects w ill it pro luce, not on ly upon 


the public, h u t upon the agitators th em ­ 


selves. 
Procrastination is, 
therefore, a 


fu tile 
policy, aud nothing 
prom ises a 


chauge for the b etter hut th e adoption of 


a resolute dem and for th e abandonm ent of 
all the bluster aud show of truculence uow 
being exhibited. 
It is very unfortunate for 


San Francisco that 3ho has such a M ayor as 
K alloch at this juncture. 
A self-respect­ 


ing, public-spirited, intrepid man is needed 


for th at position ; not a tim e-server and a 


dem agogue. 
T he election of K earneyites 


to city offices has already been punished 


on th e com m unity by the conduct of the 


Sheriff and the 
A u d itor at 
a critical 


tim e. 
N oth in g 
more 
sham eful 
than 


the 
action 
of 
these 
m en 
has com e 
w ithin our observation of late. 
B u t had 


as the situation is, and serious as are th e 
em barrassm ents caused th e city through 


its ow n apathy iu th e past., th e fact re­ 


m ains th at firm ness and decision alone can 


avail at th is tim e, and th at hesitation is in 
th e very nature of the case worse than 


useless. 
If the Am erican system of gov­ 
ernm ent is not to be abandoned ; if society 


is not to confess itself m astered by its 
ignorant, turbulent, anil least hom ogeneous 


elem ents ; if m enace aud brute force are 


not to be adm itted as equally legitim ate 


agencies of governm ent w ith reason and 
persuasion ; if, in short, republican in sti­ 


tutions are not to be whoHv overthrow n, 


and a w retched, barbarous, Bashi-Bazouk 


m ethod in stitu ted for them ; if th e rights 


of all the people, the claim s of property, 
the interests of taxpayers, the dem ands of 


com merce, the public weal in all its m yriad 
ram ifications, are not to he subordinated to 


the insolent aud stupid tyranny of a paltry 


aud disreputable faction ; then it is tim e a 


stand w as made against the advance of se ­ 


dition and m ob-violence, and that issue w as 


joined, once and for all, betw een C iviliza­ 
tion aud Barbarism. 


THE 
REPUBLICAN 
PAK 7Y

CONSTITUTION. 


D uring the debate on the R evenue and 
T axation bills in the A ssem bly on Thurs­ 


day, a R epublican m em ber observed that it 


did not m atter how unjust the proposed 


legislation m ight be, it had to be addjjted 


because the new C onstitution dem anded it. 
H e said th at the 
people had indorsed 


w hatever principles that instrum ent had 
em bodied, and th atrigh tor wrong th e L egis­ 
lature had no option in the m atter, 
W e 
do not pretend to give th e language of th e 
speaker, but th is w as the g ist of his argu­ 
m ent. 
N ow , the success of th e R epub­ 


lican 
party at 
th e 
last 
State 
elec­ 


tion w as unquestionably due to the belief 


that it could be tru sted so to adm inister 
the new 
C onstitution 
th at 
its w orst 


features would not be brought into high re­ 


lief. 
I t 
w as th e 
general 
confi­ 


dence 
in 
th e caution, 
conservatism 
and 
justice of 
th e 
Republican party 


th at 
secured 
for 
it the support 
of 


th e 
m ajority. 
H ad th e people thought 
that such ground as w as taken by th e A s­ 


sem blym an referred to would be advanced 


as th e true position for the party to as­ 


sum e, they w ould probably have concluded 


th at it was just as w ell to intrust the work 


of legislation to the K earneyites, for the 
latter could certainly not have gone any 


farther. 
T he best proof of the fallacy of 


the argum ent cited , how ever, lies in the 
fact that on the revenue question tw o bills 


have been drawn, both w ithin the m eaning 
and letter of th e C onstitution, but one fair 


aud the other unfair. 
T he A ssem bly has 


adopted th e latter, by a very large vote, 


and w ith ou t any reference to party lines, 


though 
R epublican 
m em bers m ust 
be 


hound b y their record. 
The bill w hich 


has pa«3 d 
was intended 
to carry out 
th e 
purpose 
of 
th a t 
section 
of 
th e 


com m unity w hich aim s at 
“ cinching ” 
c vpital— iu th e alleged interest of labor. 


It is a hill w hich provides for th e creatiou 
of an inequitable system of taxa ion ; a sy s­ 


tem under w hich the possessors of certain 


kinds of property are to he m ade to pay 


higher taxes in proportion than other peo­ 


ple. 
W e have uo doubt th a t th e en act­ 
m ent of such a law is calculated to pleas;; 


som e portions of the com m unity, and that 


those w ho vote for it m ay therefore acquire 


a passing popularity. 
B ut w hat we wish 


to point out is, th a t no such la v can pro­ 


duce beneficial, or indeed any other than 


harm ful, resu lts to the body politic, and 


that, 
consequently, 
th e 
responsibility 


w hich m ust u ltim ai ly resz upon those 


w ho enact it w ill not he a pleasant one. 


N o deliberately unequal system of taxa­ 


tion can produce good results, an l least of 


all a s ’, stem 
notoriously 
in tended 
to 


fleece capital. 
Iu th e present ease, more- 
ofer, the blow aim ed at capital m ust in ­ 


evitably fall also upon th e poor m en and 
w om en w ho arc depositors in the savings 


banks. 
T hese are of 
th e people, 
and 


w hile th ey do not alw ays perceive clearly 


w h at measure s are for their good, th ey are 
alw ays very quick to hold to account 


those w ho have, no m atter w ith w hat m o­ 


teles, inflicted injury upon them . 
W e 


cannot couceive of any legislation better 
calculated to provoke public d issatisfac­ 


tion than the m inority revenue b ill which 
th e A ssem bly has just passed. 
Its conse­ 


quences are certain to be bad, and the R e­ 


publican party, if th e hill becom es a law, 


is certain to he held 
accountable for 


th ose consequences. 
It is a b ill w hich w ill 


operate in tw o w ays, each equally perni­ 
cious. 
I t w ill discourage th e association 


of capital, and it w ill drive sm all depos­ 
itors into w ithdraw ing their savings, and 


thu s exposing them to loss. 
T he bill is 
d irectly in harm ony w ith the com m unistic 


m ovem ent at present u n settlin g business 


so seriously in th is State, and therefore it 


w ill tend to discredit California still more 
all over th e world. 
In fact it is the kind 


of law b est calculated to disorganize in ­ 
dustry and stop in vestm en t aud im prove­ 


m ent, and it w ill surely react m ost m is­ 


chievously 
upon 
the 
party 
that 
assum es 
th e 
responsibility 
of

T he right of th e State to insist upon the 


education of its children is now fully ad­ 


m itted , at least in the A m erican arena of 


discussion. 
T his right carries w ith it th at 


of supervising all edueatidual agencie*, and 


th at supervision ought to be provided for 


in any advauoed educational system . 
The 
right to in sist on education in volves the 


right to see to it th a t the education be­ 


stow ed is such as is consistent w ith the 


proper performance of the d u ties of citizen­ 


ship. 
In is clear, how ever, that th is assur­ 


ance cannot he obtained unless the State 


exercises a geueral supervision, not alone 


over th e public schools, but over every 
educational institution in the S tate, private 


as w ell as public. 
There should be uo con­ 


cealm ents of any kind in th is oounection. 


T he S tate is deeply interested in know ing 


w h at is taught iu every school and college 


w ithin its jurisdiction. 
It is by these edu­ 
cational agencies th at the character of the 
risiug generation m ust be formed, and that 


its tendencies m ust be shaped. 
There is 


nothing novel iu the idea of State inspec­ 


tion, m oreover. 
If has long b ;en in use 
in countries w here the responsibilities of 


the State regarding popular education are 
far less fu lly recognized than am ong us. It 


is of course apparent, the m om ent it is 


stated, th at m ere education is not a fulfill­ 


m ent of the d u ty ow ed to the S ta te ; but 
that th e on ly education it can sanction and 


indorse is such as is calculated to m ake 


good 
and 
faithful 
republican 
citizens. 


In the public schools adherence to the re­ 


quirem ents of th is broad State policy is 


guaranteed, hut th is is not the case w ith 
private schools, and therefore there is the 


greater need for putting them uuder State 
supervision. 
T h ey should be subject to 


periodical inspection b y a Board, or a par­ 


ticular official; say the County Boards of 


Education, or the S tate Superintendent of 


P ublic 
In str u c tio n ; and 
the results of 
these inspections should be published an­ 


n ually or biennially, in regular and d e­ 


tailed reports. 
It is for the public good 


th at th e course of instruction in every 


private school should he generally under­ 


stood, and that in this w ay the tendency 


of the educational processes in operation 
throughout the State should be opeu to the 


influence of public opinion. 
It ¡3 not 


probable th at any objection to th e pro­ 


posed inspection w ill be m ade by the con­ 


ductors of private schools, since the pro­ 


position obviously involves a very useful 


kind of gratuitous advertisem ent for them . 
T h efact that their courses of instruction and 


general m ethods were to be m ade public 


w ould, 
m oreover, 
stim ulate teachers to 


renewed exertions, and prom ote a highly 
beneficial em ulation am ong private educa­ 
tional in stitutions. 
If th e fram ers of the 


new educational h ill have not already pro­ 


vided for the 
State 
supervision of 
all 
schools, w e trust th at such a clause w ill be 


added to it before it leaves the hands of 


the com m ittee.

Y et th ese local com panies, 


w hich even now are obviously ear lyin g 


very m uch m ore insurance than th y an- 
justified in accepting, propose ti.a . their 


field shall be enlarged by the bauishm ent 
of their Eastern and foreign com petitors, 


aud that they shall he authorized by law to 


affi.rd even less secu rity to the public than 


th ey offer now . 
I t m ay appear to m any 


persona that the m easure of security they 


are able to afford at present is extrem ely 
sm all, and th at in fact th ey are doing both 


a dangerous and a reckless business. 
B u i 


w hatever is thought of this, it m ust he ap­ 


parent to the least observing that to give 
them any w ider scope w ould be equiva­ 


len t to abolishing insurance in San Fran­ 


cisco altogether. 
T he im pudence of their 


dem ands, m oreover, is em phasized h v the 


am azing condition of th eir ow n business, 


and by the evid en t fact th at the public 


in terests rather dem and tho restriction of 


their risks than any legislation w hich can 
tend to the further attenuation of their 


security.

LOCAL INSURANCE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


The recent discussions on insurance have 


forced in to prom inence th e condition of 
those local insurance com panies w hich are 


m aking such desperate efforts to secure a 


m onopoly of the business in the State. 


Tnere are seven of these com panies. Their 


u nited asset3 are §3,777,148. 
And th ey 
are now carrying risks in San Francisco 


am ounting to §3A,1S7,S58. 
T he propor­ 


tion of risks to assets differs considera!, ly 
am ong th e several com panies, 
but the 


average ratio of risks to assets is 9.05, while 


the am ount of risks is from four to nine­ 


teen tim es larger than the am ount of assets. 


A reference to th e actual figures in each 


M assachusetts has a Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, th e annual report of w hich, re­ 


cen tly issued, contains m uch inform ation 
regarding 
strikes, 
crim e, convict labor, 


and cognate topics. 
A s there is a w ide­ 


spread b elief am ong the w orking classes 


th at con vict labor con stitu tes a form idable 


elem en t of com petition w ith free labor, it 
m ay he interesting to know from Mr. 


W righ t’s report, that th e num ber of con­ 
v icts em ployed in all kinds of labor, in ­ 


clu d in g the w h ole of the U n ited S tates 


aud Territories, is on ly 40,122. 
N or are 


all these engaged iu labor w hich can he 
called com petitive. 
N o few er than 4,950 


of these are em ployed in and about the 


prisons, on d u ties d irectly connected w ith 


the building. 
Of the rem aining 35,192, 


on ly 23,524 are em ployed in skilled labor, 


and 11,662 at unskilled labor. 
T he num ­ 


ber of convicts set dow n as farmers and 


laborers is 10,007. 
T he largest num ber en ­ 


gaged at any one sk illed trade are em ployed 


at shocm aking, and they am ount to 0,581. 
In 1870 there w ere 135,S89 shoem akers in 


th e U n ited S tates, and th e con vict labor 


w ould be 5 per cent, of this. 
B ut ten 
years 
m ust have largely increased th e 


num ber of shoem akers outside th e pris­ 


ons, and, 
therefore, 
th e probability Í3 


that 3 per cent, w ould he a more correct 


estim ate. 
T he n ext largest prison in ­ 


dustry is 
th e m anufacture of ironware, 


w hich 
is 
carried 
on 
in 
th e 
prisons 
of 
14 
S ta te o ; 
and 
em ploys 
3,504 


persons. 
T his is abuut 21 per cent, of the 


iron-workers in th e country in 1S70, and 


probably less than 2 per cent, of their pres­ 


ent num ber. 
Iu 17 S tates 2 ,S34 convicts 
are em ployed in th e m anufacture of furni­ 


ture ; 2,2(12 m ake clothing, and I.G87 w ork 


stone. 
In these and th e other occupations 


follow ed b y con victs the percentage com- 


parcd to th e total of free labor is so sm all 
as to he practically insignificant. 
In fact 


it is q u ite apparent th at the com petition of 


convict w ith free labor, save in very e x 4 


ceptional circum stances, is more a dream 
than a reality. 
Of course th e inferior 


efficiency of con vict labor is an im portant 
consideration in any estim ate of it, hut it 


seem s unnecessary to bring that forward in 
the present instance, as the case is com ­ 


plete w ithou t it. 
The fact, how ever, th at 
con vict labor m ust com pete w ith som e free 


labor, to the ex ten t th a t it is em ployed iu 


production at all, is alw ays balanced by 


the fact th at if the con vict did not work 


at all lie would have to be supported in 


idleness at th e expense of free 
labor. 
There is no evading the n ecessity of sup 


porting him , and therefore it does not m at 
ter greatly w hether the support he given 


d irectly or indirectly. 


T he Bureau of E ducation is sending out 


som e very in terestin g pam phlets, dealing 
w ith special topics, ai:d am ong the la test of 


them is a “ circu larof inform ation,” givin g 
a m ass of sta tistics about training schools 


fur cooking. 
It is very encouraging to note 


the progress th at has been m ade in th is re­ 


gard. 
T he im portance o f good cooking has 


been receiving a w iiler recognition than 


ever before in th e history of th e world, 


during th e past five years.

w here the b est and m ost practical results 


Jiave been obtained. 
Perhaps th e m ost 
u seful of all the instruction given has been 


that afforded th e poorer classes. 
T hus, in 


Beveral Eastern cities, M iss Corson has 


show n the w ives and daughters of m e­ 
chanics how to m arket, how to prepare 
sim ple, cheap; and a p p rizin g dishes, and 


how to vary their d iet w ithou t incurring 


fresh expense. 
It is gratifying, too, to 
find F iat the wom en for w hose benefit 


these lessons are given fu lly appreciate their 


im portance. 
I t is, how ever, th e b est in d i­ 


cation of all th at in several S tates schools 


of cooking have been added to the courses 


in th e high schools and colleges, w hile in 
one or tw o it has been resolved to m ake 


such instruction a regular part of com mon 
school education. 
T his is a sign of pro­ 


gressive civilization w hich can hardly he 


overestim ated. 
It is on ly the uncivilized 


who affect to despise the proper prepara­ 


tion of food. 
CookiDg is a question of 
m orals, of dom estic happiness, of in tel­ 


lectual grow th, in fact, of progress in every 


form. 
To recogn’ze it, therefore, for what 


it is, and to give it its true place in the 


curriculum , is to prove th a t the world 
m oves indeed, and that in th is one respect 


the latter part of th e n in eteen th century is 


beyoua all preceding tim e.

lation generally. 
N i doubt the object of the 
author was to accomplish this purpose and 
none other. 
W e trust, and taking this fur 
granted, he will hasten to correct hiv false posi­ 
tion when it is proven that he is “ burning up 
the wrung tree.” 
No one knows better tin n 
Mr. Gorley him self that brokers are only 
agents; that they are neither m ice owners 
nor stock m anipulators; that they do not 
levy assessment*, do not control the working 
of mines nor the working of the stock mar­ 
ket. 
Speculating members of the San Fran­ 
cisco Stock Exchange are few and far be­ 
tween. 
The days when K eene swung the 
market and Mark M cDonald swept down on 
certain stocks are days of the past.

To pass a bill regulatir g 
brokers will no more accomplish the enu 
aimed at than to pass a hill regulating t! e 
collector of the S. V . W . \V. 
H e is only 
an agent, who is obeying the instructions 
from his principals. 
The Spring Valh y 
W ater W orks Company is the one to regu­ 
late. 
Suppose a bill was introduced to regu­ 
late the agents ut the Central .Pacific Ttai • 
road C om pany; th. re would be as much 
sense in it as to regulate brokers. M ine own­ 
ers ar.d mine manipulators are the real par­ 
ties to regulate by legislative enactun nt. 
It 
is 
they 
who 
put 
up 
deals 
on 
the market. 
It is they who regulate the 
prices of stocks, by orders to buy or to sell. 
A ny one fam iliar with the business knows 
this to be the case. 
Brokers are the instru­ 
m ents through which they work. 
W ith re­ 
gard to the N ew York Stock Exchange, doe* 
any one for a moment think it wouid correct 
the evils of speculation by regulating the 
brokers of New York ? 
There, like in San 
Francisco, brokers obey the instructions of 
their principals—buy or sell railroad bonds. 
Government bonds anil other securities. O.ie 
feature in the bill is certainly beyond expla­ 
nation. 
That no broker shall borrow money- 
on his securities is the one referred to.

A Lawyer (an old resident)—The Howards 
should be supported by personal contribu­ 
tions and regular subscriptions. The poor 
s h o u l d not be forced to go upon the county. 
Statistics in Massachusetts and New York 
show that public charities conducted by sal­ 
aried officers cost three and four times in ex­ 
cess of those disbursed by private associations, 
and accomplish but half as much. I t might 
do to have the State give some aid. 
1 do 
not think it impossible nnder the new Con­ 
stitution ; but such aid would have to be uni­ 
form fur all societies. The Howards are do- 
iug an unselfish and noble work. 
A Farmer (resident within the city and a 
pioneer citizen)—I believe it should be made 
a State institution, lim ited; that is, the 
State sijould give fixed sums in proportion 
to the cases relii ved. and enough to partial­ 
ly support the Society in its work. The 
Howards are worthy all praise. 
A Mechanic and Old Citizen—Have given 
the subject study some years. Believe the 
poor should be public chargee, anti that the 
few should not be called upon to support or 
aid the destitute. Those aide to often give 
what they can in private charity; many en­ 
tirely able do not give at all. Care of the des­ 
titute is a proper work for local government. 
A Merchant—Think there should be an in­ 
stitution where the destitute able to work can 
be put at work so as to earn their own living, 
leaving the helpless only to the care of the 
Howards. 
. 
A Landlord—Our hotel gives to the How­ 
ards constantly in the way of food; it is a 
good Society. I really do not know what to 
say ; the question is a problem. I am sure 
some won’t work who can get work and are 
able, but I know personally others are sick, 
decrepit and afflicted, feeble, homeless and 
without means or strength. I don’t know 
what we ought to do. 
I t ttoubjes uiy mind. 
I can’t see my dutv clearly. 
A Pioneer Physician—I was one of the 
original founders of the Howards. I think the 
Society ought to be kept up. Its object origi­ 
nally was to help desei ving people whom un­ 
toward circumstances had temporarily pros­ 
trated. I sea no way of keeping the Society 
afloat except by voluntary contributions, 
now that the State aid is withdrawn. 
Au ex dótate Official—To make it a State 
institution would destroy its character. 
If 
even it could be so made this Legislature, 1 
think, would hardly aid it any. The only 
show is to support the Society by personal 
subscriptions. 
A Druggist—Will willingly contribute to 
keep up the Society. I believe there are many 
worthy poor who would not apply to a public 
charity whose distress a private association 
like the Howards can relit-ve. 
We must 
recognize that f;.ot, and such poor are always 
the most to be pitied and aided. 
A d ex-Trustee—The Howards ought to be 
continued as heretofore. I see no other way 
to do it. 
A Prominent Pioneer Citizen and Official— 
No matter how much one gives to the How­ 
ards, the calls on him do nut decrease. 
Let 
those who take pride in the Howards go on. 
They do good, no doubt, and if it satisfies 
their benevolent sentiments I will put no 
stone in the way. 
It is hard fora few people 
to support all the poor. 
Many people able 
to support themselves have wrung out aid 
from the Howards, and some even been sup­ 
ported by them. 
I give all in cl arity I can, 
and try to make it tell, too. I think the 
case of the poor—at least partially—the legit­ 
imate province of the Supervisors.

Unquestionably the Howards have 
done a good work ; but we are called on so 
constantly by so many organizations, we now 
pav- from three to ten times our proportion 
to "the support of the poor. 
But if there was 
a general distribution of the burden by tax 
it would be very light on all, and all would 
bear their proportion. 
If the poor are the 
wards of the county, and it seems they are, 
that is the way to take care of th»m ; it is a 
duty, not a charity wholly. 
I believe that 
the Howards have managed well, but I also 
believe they are imposed upon by a class. As 
a sand-lotter said, “ As long as I can get grub 
I don’t propose to work. ” And so they flock in 
here to get grub. The Howards were s arted 
before society was settled into its present 
form. Then even Government support had 
to be drawn from one class almost entirely— 
the business class—by heavy licenses, for all 
others were nomadic; and even now this 
license system is continued, and it is a relic 
j of that past which has gone from us. jit is ail 
wrong. The burdens of government, like its 
privileges, should be distributed. 
N o ! I 
say let the Howards use the $7,500 they have 
anil then quit, and at that time we will con­ 
sider what to do, or will have a more equiti- 
ble system in operation. I look on this whtle 
matter as I do upon street sprinkling—to use 
a homely illustration. Formerly a few had 
to pay cart-men to do it by the block.

THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 


The following is the argume t of W. H. Parks, 
made before the Committee on Irrigation, Water 
Eights and Drainage and the Comm ttee on Agri­ 
culture of the Assembly, in favor of Assembly Bill 
No. 234, on Wednesday evening, February 25th: 


Messrs. Chairmen and Joint Committee: The au­ 
thorship of this bill has been justly attributed to 
me. ana whatever provisions, whether of good or 
bad, it contains, 1 must be held responsible for it. It 
is a new subject of legislation, and it would be sur­ 
prising if I should have succeeded in drawing a bill 
of thirty sections, *nd one involving go much inter­ 
est as this does, that would require no amendments 
or that would not be open to amendment and sub­ 
jected p. rh ips to unjast criticism. I have not been 
eutirely disappointed in the criticism that it lias re­ 
ceived, except that in rnv opinion no one n.is at- 
tacke i the principles of the bill in atiy essential 
point, and that the bill stands to day a- fair a- it did 
tlie d.»y it was introduced. 
None of its provisions 
have been shown according to my judgment, to »c 
vicious in cha actor or loosely drawn, and 1 propose 
to-night, wi u permission of the committee., to fol­ 
low the .<rguments of the gentlemen who have op­ 
posed the bili. and shall do so in the order in which 
they have addressed the committee. But before 
doing this I desire to lay dowu some premises to 
start from. 
rilifcT, 18 THERE ANY NECESSITY FOR LEGIS­ 
LATION UPON THIS SUBJECT? 
If there is any necessity for legislation, does this 
bill providef r the remedy required? In order to 
arrive at the first proposition we have to deal with 
the state of the section of country to which it is in­ 
tended to he app i able. 
It i* well knowu to the 
joint committee ami to all those present that the 
loag-c mtiii ed p.oc - - of mining, aud more . eceutly 
the process or liydraulic rainii.g, has to a gie it ex­ 
tent filled up our river channels, ond if continued, 
with >Ut h me remedy to check the flow of the d. hr,s 
to the valley, it threatens destruction to a very large 
portion of this State. For the last six years this 
question has be.n agitated. Bills have been in ro 
duced to p event hydraulic mining. Committees 
have been appointed to take testimony and have re­ 
ported. An engineering corps was organized by the 
Legislature two . ears »go, for the purpose of deter­ 
mining, fir t, to what extent mining debris had 
filled our rivers; to what exteut it had encroached 
upon oor agricultural lands ; and finally, to deter­ 
mine whether there was any inode known to engin­ 
eering skiil whereby the debris could be arrested 
before reaching tl e valley, and the miners he per­ 
mitted to p ocecd with their mining, and without 
inflicting injury upon 
the agricultural 
laiids. 
That 
Commission 
nr 
II »ani 
consists 
of 
Mr. Hall, a young man of acknowledged ability, who 
has been for the la*t several years engaged in tugin- 
ecring in the ban Joaquin valley, with a view Ufoon- 
trolling water for irrigating purposes. 
Added jo 
that Board w as the late General Alexander, the head 
»f the Engineer Corps of the United .States Engineer 
Department, and Colonel Mendell of the same corps, 
two gentlemen di-tiuguished in their profession and 
men of long experience in this kind of eng nearing. 
They were given $100,006 to spend in the investiga­ 
tion of the coudition of the mines, the condition of 
the rivers, and to report the probable results if the 
debris w.»s not arrested, and, if possible, to suggest 
some remedy. They have so reported. They have 
reported the amount of material that has beeu 
washed into the streams; the amount that has 
reached the valley; the amount that still remains 
in the rivers to c**me down, and with the conclusion 
tha*. if it is not arrested before it reaches the valleys 
that there is a sufficient amount in the rivers now to 
utterly destroy the river channels from the base of 
the lulls to below the city of Sacramento. They 
have reported that it will De the inevitable result 
that, unless this material is arrested, the Yuba first, 
the Feather nex*, and the Sacramento last, must be 
filled up with heavy material that uow rests in the 
upper rivers, and tnese rivers be turned from their 
channels and past the possibility of ever being 
restored again. They have said as their conclusion 
that this material can be arrested in the mountains 
successfully ; that the danger that threatens the 
valley can "be averted, but 1 am not here to substan­ 
tiate their conclusions. I accept their conclusions, 
and u)h>ii them I base this bill for this legislation. 
Tiiat there must be legislation if you accept their 
conclusions there can be no doubt, and the next 
question is whether the bid before you for consider­ 
ation meets the wants required. There have been 
some suggestions made that reflect not so much 
upon what was in the bill as uj»on the source from 
whence it came. 
It has been intimated by one of 
the attorneys who addressed you here before, that it 
was a suspicious fact that a swamp land owner and 
the miners had agreed upon this bill—that it was 
introduced 
by 
a 
big 
hydraulic 
miner. 
It 
is not that 
I care so 
much for the criti­ 
cism 
myself, 
but 
to 
get 
the 
question 
right who introduced the bill. 
1 desire to state now 
that 1 am the entire author of the bill, without any 
consultation with any miner or swamp land owner; 
that the bid was handed to Mr. Brown, who repre­ 
sents the county of Y i.ba, with the request that he 
would introduce it and give mo as the author if he 
desired, i have known .dr. Brown for over twenty 
years, and his bn ness, and according to my recollec­ 
tion he never owned a hydraulic mine and does not 
now. lie is a bu-ineSk man and has no direct in­ 
terest in hydraulic mining. 1 merely state that for 
Mr. Brown. 
I bad no consult i ion until after the 
bill was proposed, since wh c tin e i>. has been crit­ 
icised by (paite a number of diff*. rent persons, but I 
do not know, sir, that the bill would be any less 
valuable hud it b cn the result of consultation be- 
tweoa the parties mentioned. I do not know that it 
necessarily must be bad legislation because the 
parties most interested suggested it. We know 
that 
miners 
are 
threatened with 
suit.» of 
law and are now engaged iu suits of law t hat if decided 
against them mu í prove fatal to their interests. 
We know that if tha raining continues without 
some action tv at those who li-»ld and own valley 
land must be injured, and I don’t know of any onto 
m«*re proper to suggest legislation than they them­ 
selves, of course subject to the criticism of the leg­ 
islative body. 
Iiut I prepose to consider the bill 
with a view to the interest the parties have in its 
favor and the interest the parties have in opposing 
it, btfore I get through, but when I come to the 
gentleman who made these aliusioos I will try and 
show the interest that he has in its defeat. The first 
gentleman who spoke against the bill was Mr. Os- 
trom, from Yuba county 
He merely announced 
that he was opposed to the bill without giving any 
reason why he was opposed to it. or at le.»st not one 
reason that 1 think worth while to rtply to. Mr. 
Brown, of Sacramento, followed him. 
He took the 
' bill from the wrong standpoint. He misinterpreted 
the intention of the bill. He took the bill upon the 
ground that it was only for the reclamation of 
swamp lands, and based his argument almost en­ 
tirely upon the supp >silion that the bill was trained 
to reclaim swamp lands. He reviewed iu extenso 
the history and failures of attempts t> reclaim 
swamp lauds in this State. It was not the inten­ 
tion of ;his bill to touch swamp lands. It was made 
for the controlling of the debris. 
Incidentally to 
this comes the deepening of the rivers, the pro­ 
tection 
of 
cities, the 
protection 
of 
valley 
lauds, the protection of sw top 
lands, 
from 
the fact that the engineers have said that you 
cannot hand) * the question of debris without con­ 
trolling the water; that the water is the motive 
power that transports the dtbri3 from the moun­ 
tains to the. valley, and therefore you must handle 
sad control the water. 
If you control the waters 
you must necessarily improve rivers and protect 
lands and citizens that aro in danger. 
So this 
was entirely incidental to the 
bill, and 
not 
the direct object of it. 
H 9 argument fails, so far 
as applying to the bill, almost eutirely, because ho 
made no point sgiinst the bill, that it was defect­ 
ive fur the purpose for which it w.is intended. He 
undertook to prove that it was impossible to reclaim 
tlit* swamp lands. Suppose it w as; supjwse that we 
only control and check the m iterial that threatens 
our valley, and that we do not sucked in reclaiming 
the swamp lands ; then the bib is a aueceast'or the 
purpose for which it was intended. 


WHAT THE ENGINEERS REPORT. 
The engineers* rep»rt is based upon the theory of 
controlling fhe water, and in controlling the w ater 
they control the debris, and they give us some con­ 
ditions, and tell us why that must be done. They say 
that there is m ice than 140,000,000 cubic yards 
of material in the upper rivers, and that when it 
reaches the val ey it will sub erg* thousands of 
acres of land; that it will drive the rivers from 
their channels, and they never can be restored to 
their channels, and that this result Í9 inevitable un­ 
less g«»m thing is done. That is the que tion 1 wastry- 
ing to meet. They have represented t*> us that the 
grado in the rivers was increasing in such a ratio 
that at the very first flood—c m tit* trtus flood—that 
much of this damage must accrue, or in other 
words, that Feather river was liable to be gorged 
with heavy material from its junction with the Yuba 
river to the mouth, where it intercepts the Sacra- 
inento -river. That when ones gorged with this 
heavy material it w u!d be impossible to ever re­ 
store it, and it would be driven into a broad 
plain of lowlands, where it would never flud 
a proper channel again in a century. These 
are gome of the da.ig-rs that they show, and 
it is plain to every mao this is the coi.dUiou_; That 
the hanks of there streams arc higher than the 
land back from them, and when they are filled bank- 
fuil the water will leave the present channel, and 
1 cannot tell you, gentlem» n of this committee, what 
the inevitab e result will be unless this legislative 
body takis some action; and I don’t know that this 
is just tlie bill, bill within less than five years 
Feather river w II leave its channel, and the Sacra­ 
mento wiil leave its channel. anJ that between here 
and Davisvi le wiil l>c one delta <ddebris aud water; 
that the channel will bs «»fPlcd with heavy material 
tliat is now in the aionnuiius ’hat no power can 
move it. except by’ dredging or digging with the 
pick and shovel, to restore ir ; that there is no fall 
with which you .could wash it off. by hydraulic 
power; that the power of water i9 lost when 
it strikes the valley and it canno; carry it beyond; 
that the elevation of the streams ara h-c uniug si 
great now in the Yuba and Feather rivers that it 
only needs the water to bring ft (town. 
In a dis­ 
tance of ten or twelve miles from Marysville the 
coarse material lias filled the river more than 130 
feet deep : 1 ? . t fchii has ¡doubled and almost trebled 
the fail from thst distance, and that there is depos­ 
ited also millions and millions of cubic yard-» of this 
m aterial; that with the incre mc«i fail and tlie in­ 
creased carrying p wcr given to the water in conse­ 
quence of the increased fa 1. it is inevitable that 
this material will be brought down and fill these riv­ 
er.* up. 
Now. beret fore, all this material th t has 
been b ought to the valky h .s been that which has 
been he’d in «uspenáo * and flowing with water. 
As 
the 
water lost i.s force it 
dropped 
it. 
By restoring t c river to its original channel 
again it can be sluiced o-it and moved off, but when 
it is once gorged w :h this heavy material it is im­ 
- possible to r*j>»ore the saver channel. This is the 
r 
únt I hope the committs?nil! consider profoundly. 
believe it is a principle in hyJraolics tiiat when 
you quadruple tlie fall of a s ream its velocity is 
doubled. When you double its velocity you have 
increased its moving power 6* times. It now has 
the power to move parti Ies 64 times heavier than 
it hod twenty yean ago. The mat* rial is at hand 
to be tra stored, and when it reaches the grade 
that the river has in he valleyYhe water has lost 
its power, and tt nr 8’ rest rig'it there. N-ow, that 
we feel exci ed and interest» tl ir this matter is not 
•transre. That the citizens should c -nie here as 
they have from the various districts of this Sftoic-t- 
frorn Marvsviile, butter county. P e r riverard other 
places—excited, and of difi'e e ;t opinions, is not 
alraige. All agree, however, oí) une poia;—'hat 


something must 
done. But there appears to be a 
divi-ion of sentimeut as to what is best to do, 
and the conditions are such that we are divided. 
There have been suits commenced against the hy­ 
draulic mines where, perhaps, three hundred clients 
are interested. They f How the lead and direction 
of tbeir attorney. There are those who believe that 
the law is to.i slow a process; that before the con­ 
clusions of law have been reached we will lie past 
saving; that our property may have be n ruined. 
There are those who believe that legi-lative bodies 
will pass laws that will settle questions that are 
now being adjudicated by the Courts, and there 
are hills now pending that look to that. Now, 
gentlemen of the committee, 1 have nevtr known 
of any instance where a legislative body has passed 
a law settling a qui6tiou or law, a question that was 
then pending before a Court. I have no recollection 
of ever re.ding of such a ca~e. They sometimes fa­ 
vor enabling acts for men to go into Court, but I 
have never known a case where a legislative body 
have decided a case that w s being adjudicated, and 
I think it is doubtful whether thi< Legislature can 
be persuaded to depart from the rule. O liera are in 
favor of no 1< gislation at all, and hold that the 
Court must decide it. The «‘the- p u t) says that no 
interest involving millions of dollars on either side 
has ever been adjudicated in su short a lime as this 
must be to save us; that all »»ur suits are liable to be 
cout nued for a great length of time, and that we 
could hardlv expect to adjudicate a case involving 
millions in the time that would be necessary to pro­ 
tect us. Tj at is our case. 
THE PARTIES INTERESTED. 
The gentlemen who take the contrary view are 
following tbe advice of their attorney. And here 
tomes in the interest of Mr. Cadwalader, and I wiil 
show who has been the adviser in tnis case. He 
tells these gentlemen if this 1 \v passes it will 
prejudice their case before the Court, that it will 
not be effectual if it is passed, nd that it will be 
considered by the Courts as a conij-rom'se, and if 
in*, nectoal thev w ill have lost all that they expected 
to gain through tlio * ourts. Hu told us last winter, 
when the miners were w illing to make a partial 
restitution by assist» g to. build the h vecs around 
Marysville .and we were ready to accept thirty, or 
for y or fifty thousand dollars from them, that if w e 
accepted that on the condition that we should 
stipulate to postpone all pros* cution of that action 
until legisla ive action could be had, that we would 
lose our rLnts th* re. Our citizen» being anxious to 
1 maintain all the rxghis that they had at Court, and 
¡ knowing that thirty or forty thousand dolara was 
inadequate to take care of this city, they thought 
they would labor on in the Courts, and th y de­ 
! clined to take the forty or fifty thousand dollars, 
and they paid a tax of 64 percent, la-it jear to 
, build our levees, under the direction of the attorney 
: ( f the city, Mr. Cadwalader. 
He told us that 
in GO or bo days, 
or 1*20 
days, he 
would 
have 
the 
mines 
stopped; 
that 
we 
would 
, not be troubled any inure. 
lie got his case 
to the Supreme Court., and was thrown out of Court. 
But “ all the better,” he says, “ all the better. A 
’ new Constitution is eonrng in. 
We will have 
fair play; new Courts, and, instead of one case, we 
; we will have 30, or 40 or 50 cases.” Thirty, or 40 or 
fi.i cjuies, with a fee of $2,500 or ¿3 000 am »unts to 
$7 ,000 or $90,000 to Mr. Cadwalader. Very good 
lor Mr. Cadwalader. 1 hat the citizci s « f Marysville 
are made to pay six and a half per cent., w hen they j 
cm fid have shared it with the parties who were 
willing to. make partial restitution, is nothing to 
Mr. Cadwalader. He said it was a bribe, and w >uld 
stand in the position of a bribe before the Courts ; 
you must not touch it. He now says you must 
not ask the Legislature for relief, because, if you 
do the Courts will consider it a9 a compromise. 
We 
are now threatened, not only with debris, but w*e 
are threatened with a triplicate of lawyers, who are 
about to ruin us, and to some of us the necessity of 
action is increased by that. We are left to deter­ 
mine for ourselves with impartial judgment. Many 
of us disagree with the advice of attorneys, which 
has been ruinous to us so ’or, and they are here, 
sir, to defeat this bill. lie has, as I have said, from 
one to three hundred clients associated together. 
He telegraphs for them, he writes for them, and 
they come down here opposed to this measure or 
any other measure, and he tells them that n thing 
■ but law must settle this question. 
He comes before 
‘ you and addresses you, and says that “ this bill is 
or e that will not only ruin us but will ruin the 
whole State. Its provisions are monstrous. A bill 
giving to the Commist-ion so much power was never 
heard of, and unlimited taxation will never end 
under it. All your farms will be mortgaged. 
Sac­ 
ramento will lose control of her levees, and they 
wil be turned over to the hands of irresponsible 
parties. She will have a burden of debt upou her 
that she will never be able to pay.” There are some 
of the assertion made before you by that gentle­ 
man 
1 
TKF FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 
! 
Now for the bill. Let us see whether Mr. Cad­ 
walader is correct in the unlimited powers, the 
extraordinary powers, that are given to the Board 
of Commissioners. The State Board of Commis­ 
sioners under this Aet have just one duty to f>cr- 
form, and then their functions cease. 
Under this 
bill a Board of Engineers ¡3 to report the boundaries 
of tiie district susceptible of -ome mode of protec­ 
tion, in .‘lading one system of drainage, it is referred 
to the Board of three State C mmissioners, who have 
the power to reject the report, to adopt the report 
j or to amend and adopt the report, and then their 
¿«ower ceases. That is all the power that this Board 
t«f State Diuinagc Commissioners have in the or­ 
; gunization of districts. But he said here that this 
power might include tlie wh le State in this district. 
The answer to that is. that th re is no occtsiou for 
including the whole S^ato in this district. 
I'here is 
a large part of this State that i-: in no danger from 
the flow of mining debris, or from excess of water. 
The Engineer himself would not. propose such a dis­ 
trict, and no Board of Commissioners appointed by 
the Governor would ev»i thin* of organizing such a 
. district. The district will be organized where the 
remedy must be applied, and the property of that 
district must bear the burden under this bill. Un­ 
; der Section 5 this body of Commissioners is changed 
; to a Board of Directors ior the district. 1 stat-* this 
I because Mr. Brown referred to its coming in conflict 
\ with the Constitution, and hisargunv nt was that the 
; Commission existed clear through the bill. Under Scc- 
, tion 5 the bill provides that the parties apj»ointcd 
by the Governor as Drainage Commis ioners should 
i be ex ufficio a Board of Directors for each district, 
1 and th y do not act in the capacity of State officers 
i in this case, cons.quently the constitutional argu- 
! meat made hy Mr. Brown and Mr. Cadwalader upon 
that point falls. 
They are now Directors of the 
: drainage district; the district has been organized ; 
j now the power that they have as such Directors 
must he investigated to see whether they have any 
extraordinary pjwe’S or not. 
They" have the 
power under the bill to adopt the’ plans pro­ 
posed by the engineer for the accomplishment of 
what the bill is designed—to take care of the water 
of that district. N .w, if we desire to take care of 
the water of a list net—if we desire to provide for 
taking care of tiie debris—that is, all flowing into 
the district, shall we give them any less power thau 
that? What is the B »ard for if it has not the power to 
do that? But in doing that we must see that they 
cannot exercise a power tnat will infringe upon the 
rights of others. That is all. Now let us see wrhat 
! they can do. 
1 have said what they can include in a 
| drainage district, and the bill is based upon the 
i theory that the entire northern part of the State is 
interested in the control of this mining debris. That 
it ou^ht to be conttolled by the State, and jKirhaps 
by the General Government, ther • is no doubt in my 
mind; but it never will be contr lied by either. 
The burden must he thrown upon those interested. 
Therefore I have given the power to this Commis­ 
sion to iuciude within the district all that territory, 
whether it be mines or valleys, towns or cities, that 
is within « ne drainage district, and ' think it would 
not take long to show conclusively that a mine re­ 
ceived within that district is more or less interested. 
That it will be exactly equitable for every interest I 
do not pretend to Say, any inore than you can frame 
a revenue law tha* bears evenly. All systems of tax­ 
ation bear unevenly. It is beyond the skill of human 
ingenuity to frame a revenue law that is exactly 
evcu or just; and so it is in thi-* instance, aud this 
i- no departure from that general rule. 
But what 
other power? They say it has such wonderful and 
extraordin try powers. What powers do we want to 
give them? We want to give just power enough to 
them to solve this quistion, and no more. Anything 
short of that would make a failure of the bill. 


ABOUT CONDEMNATION. 


I propose that they may condemn works already 
constructed ; they may purchase and condemn lands 
f >r reservoirs for storing the t filings ; they mav con­ 
demn property wherever it is needed to complete a 
system of work. 
Is that the extraordinary power? 
is it the power that has never been granted before? 
Is there any extraordinary power in saying that 
private property shall be tak* n for public use, when 
due compensation is m ide for the same? Is it not 
the law u always exercised hy our Government — 
the right of eminent domain ? Is this a departure 
from that role ? Tnen where is the extraordinary 
power that the gentleman from Yuba, Mr. Ostrom, 
throws up his hands and says, ‘‘such monstrous 
powers were never given in any bill before C What 
is 
it 
frighteus 
the 
genileman ? 
Is it t ie 
right 
to take levee? or the right to 
take 
farms after due compensation has been made? 
If it is, that power has been granted in very many 
instances bef. .re. 
I assert that the theory of Com­ 
mission is not a new one; that there has not been 
a public work constructed in the United States nor 
in any Sb*U;, to my recollectiou. of any importance, 
that has not been trader ‘ direction of a Boar* of 
Commissioners. 
The great Erie canal, one Of the 
greatest undertakings ever, attempted in the history 
of our country- taking into consideration the time 
When it was constructed—was done under a B- ard 
of Commissioners. This Capitol was built under 
the direction of a Board of Commissioners. 
No 
limit was placed upon them. 
They were not told 
how many rooms there t-hould be and how large 
each one shoo d be, how high, or what the materials 
should be, but they had a U.>ard to build the State 
Capitol. Our Insane A>vium at Napa was con­ 
structed on the s:ame theory. G-inmi.-aioncrs were 
appointed to construct it, and there is no exception 
to the rule. The qutstiou is whether there has 
been ext inordinary powers given to this Commission. 
If there be any, le *us strike them out. 
N w, sir, 1 don’t know but it. will be brt^er to 
amend lhat bill, «*<> that any property acquired 
should b»* acquired m,d.-r judicial pqgyec*i¿agv and I 
make that suggestion to the eon.nrfttce: tt»a» the 
word purchase may be stricken out. 
It prnv des 
th t they may purchase or condemn. If it is feared 
tkat this . omiBi-i-iou will exercise too much author­ 
ity, mako It a judicial transaction, and 
have 
the 
val ;e 
of 
the 
property 
determined by 
the Courts. Strike out The word purchase ; amend 
the lull; 
take 
the

have no discretion as to the value of property. 
There his been an amendment, I believe, proposed 
by some gentleman which I approve of.

The o'jg^-stion was rmuief- r the reason 
that manv believe that if this Commission should

This will;'answer ‘■ome 
objections rai-eu by Mr. Brown, that tDis would be 
a trareling Commission— raveling over tiie State 
aud hunting’ up old ¿¿vces to buy tLem up in ad- 


vanee of the time when they shall be wanted. I 
think it makes the bill better, and I am willing to 
accept it, and I presume the committee will l«»ok at 
itiu the same way. Now where have we got along to 
in seeing the powers? 1 am waiting to s e the cxtra- 
jrdinary powers with which this Board is going to 
ruin this State and burden the people by taxation. 
We have got it provided now that no work already 
constructed shall be purchased for twelve months— 
and we have another Legislature duri- g the time to 
ree how we will progress—nor then, until it is ab­ 
solutely required ta u ake a continuous system of 
work, and there can be no speculation in that. 
Strike out the word purchase, and they cannot specu­ 
late in ti e purchase of property. 
Limit them to 
the time whtu they can purchase, and they cannot 
show favoritism by purchasing in advance. This 
answers, I think, the general argument of Mr. 
Brown, from Sacramento, and he talks upon that a 
great d.al. 
THE POWER OF TAXATION. 
Now we come to the taxing power. The bill pro­ 
vide*. for the pirpose of carrying this Act out, that 
this Board of Engineers si-ali make an estim te of 
the cost of the work contení pi * ted in any district, 
and after the B ard has adopted the plan, that they 
should issue bonus for the amount, not to exceed a 
certain amount, from ime to time, as the work pro­ 
gresses, and that the State Treasurer t-hall sell them 
to he highest bidder, but at not less than 95 per 
cent, of par. Now the limit in the original bill is, 
to the absolute amount required to do t e wo: k de­ 
sired. Anything abort of that wituld be like a man 
building a* house and failing to put the roof on. 
Anything short of m»ney enough to c .mplete the 
work absolutely required to meet this great cmer 
gency would be useless. But it is magnified hy the gen- 
tl* man who addressed you (Mr. Cadwalader), to the 
effect that the Board could fairly fill the air with 
bonds, and he inti mat id ¡hut they could he traded 
off for old levees, or houses, or a: ything that came 
in the way ; that it was a mere matter of barter for 
this Commissi n. 
He either did not read the bill or 
he intended to t-lide very loose y over it. The Com­ 
missioners have nothing in the world to do with the 
bonds except to order th ir issue. They arc i.-sued 
by the G venior, Secretary of State and Attormy- 
General, a sa Board of Trustees for that purpure. 
They are sold by the >‘ ate Treasurer and the mmi y 
put to the ci edit of the district. The work it done 
under the immediate supervision of the State En­ 
gineer. 
Bef re i» id for it mu-n be ace pled by the 
Resident Enuineer, approved by tne State E gineer, 
audited and allowed by the Board of Trustees, and 
tlie warrant drawn by the Controller upou the 
Treasurer before it i« drawn out. They never see a 
dollar nor touch a dollar of ir. 
Now the question ari-e-s is the work contemplated 
worth what it is going to cost? Is the saving of the 
Sacramento valley, together with our cities and 
towns, worth what it is going to cost? If it is not, 
we must abandon it. 
The engineer» are emphatic 
in saying that it will not be expensive, taking into 
consideration the am* unt of property involved. 
There Las been another aramdment offered, and 
another proposed that will be offered by tome gen­ 
tlemen win* have had thi* matter under considera­ 
tion, and the engineer says it will raise revenue 
sufficient to meet the demands that will be ina e 
upon ihe Treasurer. Une li&s already been « ff red 
limiting the amount of bon s so as not to exceed 
three-quarters of one per cent, tax in any one year, 
and which amounts to l.J per cent, oí the entire lax 
able propert y of a district. 
One gentleman has proposed an amendment which 
will be acceptable to friends of the bill—lhat no 
amount 
of 
bonds 
exceeding 
4$ 
per 
cent, 
of the taxable property of any district shall be 
issued 
The Engineer says that will raise money 
enough. Now, who is going tobe mortgage I “ un­ 
til he will have to sell his farm,” for 4£ per cent., 
and he has twenty years to pdy it in ? 


THE BUGABOO OF “ RUINATION.” 
But these gentlemen here are saying that “ our 
farms are to be mortgaged, and our ciuUfren s chil­ 
dren will not live long enough to redeem them.” 
Four and a half per cent, of the taxable property of 
the district is to be issued in bonds, “ saddling a 
debt on all Sacramento,” it is said, 
that you will 
never be able to crawl out from under.” Now, sir, 
there is another amendment which I think is a good 
one. 
It is always presumable hat the friends of a 
bill will make it better and not worse. There is 
another amendment, that not exceeding one mill­ 
ion dollars shall be issued the first year, until the 
experiment has been 
tried. 
Now let us see. 
A million dollars will require a levy of six cents on 
the hundred dollars. 
A man that has an assessed 
value of S10,<XK> the tax would be $6. An average 
assessment roll does not exceed $2,500, and it would 
cost upon that amount $1 50. A man of a thou­ 
sand dollars assessment it would cost six bits, and a 
man with an assessment of five hundred dollars it 
would cost 37¿ cents j>cr year. What an extrava­ 
gant. thing ! Whoever heard of such an assessment— 
mortgage our p operty beyond redemption and the 
next generation ! The figures are right, genth men. 
You cannot get out of it. I am afraid that Sacra­ 
mento will never survive. And right here, while I 
ain on this subject, I am going to notice Sacramento 
a little. One of our newspaper men says that .Sacra­ 
mento will be turned over to a band «*f stran­ 
gers 
to 
be 
ruined, 
to 
be 
mortgaged, or 
almost ai ything you are a mind to say ; that they 
ask no assistance from outsiders, and that outsiders, 
when needed, failed to come. 
1 suppose that meant 
me. Mr. Chairman, I hud the honor to represent 
my section of the count y in the Senate when Sac­ 
ramento was in her oecpcst trouble. 
I sailed out of 
the city when the water was eight feet ♦ cop her*, to 
another city to h ad session. I had, I believe, the 
confidence then, if I have not now, of her citizens. 
1 met them in their own private counting-rooms 
and in their committees, to detire mean* for her to 
raise herself up out of the mud and protect her­ 
self against water. 
I devised means and wa)3 
whereby wo could retain tiie Capitol in her town, 
for other cities were jealous of her and saying 
s-kie 
was 
a 
mud hole, and 
she would 
not 
do 
for 
the 
Capitol. 
I was her friend. 
I 
believe it is not egotism in me to say that there 
never was a law passed during that six years, that 
interested Sacramento, that 1 w*s not called upon to 
counsel and give what little advice 1 had upon the 
subject. 1 advocated her claims upon .be floor of 
the Senate, but with what success I let them be the 
judge. 
1 met many of her prominent citizens, but 
I confess I never met Mr. Cadwalader in one of these 
councils. 1 never saw him on the ground. 
In all 
of the many consultations that w’ere hel 
I never 
saw him there, cither as an attorney or a citizen. 
I will make this preposition to Mr. Cadwalader: 
ThH if the board of Trade of Sacramento will agree 
to have twenty prominent citizens meet as thev did 
then, arid allow me an hour to ex,.lain this bill, and 
they say they don’t want it and it is going to injure 
their city, I will ask Mr. Brown, who did me the 
courtesy to introduce it, to withdraw it. 


I LAY THE GLOVE DOWN. 
Sacramento is not to be injured. She has been 
taxed beyond her capacity, and nothing but the en­ 
ergy, industry and i t-egnty of her citizens have pre­ 
vented her from repudiating the cebt 6he owes. 
She must tax her citizens still further. She must 
expend $50,000 or $100,000 next year, while her tax 
under this bill would he but $0.000. 
A gentleman asked Mr. Barks the names of coun­ 
ties that would be included m a district, and the 
amount of taxable property in these counties. 
Mr. Parks—L cannot say how many counties and 
just what land w ill be embraced ill one district, but 
the Engineer has indicated what W’ould be a district 
properly. 
I assume that it will be one. In that dis 
irict, in round numbers, there is $100,000,000 of 
pronerty, and we expect under the assessmeut-roll 
to Lav * it increased this year, perhaps, 25 per cent. 
It lacks a little of $100,000,00 ) now, and will run 
over a little then, and if the district should be di­ 
vided Into two or three districts, then the work to 
he done in the district wi11 he so much less that it 
will oi ly just proportion it. 
if the Sacr. niento 
valley north of the Uosumnes river is one disrrict, 
it will take the amount that I say— the enormous 
tax of a 
HALF MILL ON $100, 
And “ this State is to be involved in a hopeless 
debt, that our children’s children can never rid 
themselves of.” And there has been a man upon 
this floor who has reiterated that until it has gained 
quite a prevalent impression among the members 
that it is a most outrageous scheme for taxation 
They have not stoppe i to make calculations. I 
believe that before this bill comes up for considera­ 
tion the members will nmke their calculations and 
w It straighten up on this question. 
I hare had 
some experience in legislation. 
I have seen that 
when once a false impression hus been created 
against a measure and that impression has com­ 
menced tobe broken, t ; e bill always gained strength 
every day, and this w’ II gain strength. 1 returned 
to Marysville the other da> , and it seemed to me as 
if there was not a man in Marvsvilie that was not 
prejudiced against the-bill 
They said they were 
perfectly astoni-hed that such a bill should be in­ 
troduc'd. At the suggestion of Senator Davis, who 
is here present, a public meeting was called. The 
Senator was present and I was present and discussed 
tlie question for about three hours, and, out of 250 
persons, w hen an exprt6bion was taken before we 
closed, there were 


ONLY TWO VOTES AGAINST IT. 
I don’t believe there wiil be four votes against this 
bid in this Assembly when the provisions of it are 
fairly understood. 
J don’t sec bow any man can 
oppose it, and when he acknowledges the ne­ 
cessity of the bill and the reasonableness of the 
case, cannot have the heart to vote against it. 
They came dowu-here opposed to the hill because 
they misunderstood it, and declared that they were 
mistaken about it, and returned favorable’ to it. 
They are not here to-night. Now, the great scare 
is, as 1 have sail, the wonderful pow trof the Com­ 
mission a«*d the wonderful taxation that is to 
“ mortgage our property and that of our children’s 
children.” These are the points to be vorisidered. 
Mr. Cadwalader said, “ Mr. Parks is attempting to 
do what engineers say cannot bo done.” He is very 
cunning. 
He took the rejxirt <»f Mr. 5-niith and the’ 
drainage district opposite here for his basis. Now, 
who recollects in •* aernmcuto two years’ ago, when 
the whole of Sacrament*» was favoring that bill? 
Who recollects that I came down and opposed it? 
My friend who sits there sats, “ Park*, h»ve you 
turned against Sacramento?” I said “ N o; I have 
come dowu here to save y«*u from a foolish expenditure 
f money; you are mistaken in it.” 
I then we* t 
b fore the committee and had a warm time with 
your present Senator, Mr. Johnson, other opinions 
prevailed, and they concluded that they would con- 
h der the project t- fore they Invcsté 
their money 
in it, and they Look ~ur advice and sent tlie En­ 
gineer corps into the field to determine Whether it 
was practicable or n*»t. 
I sai.I be fore ibis coinmit- 
tee th t it. would cost s x millions of dollars, and I 
have old figures now in my desk that 1 made uja»n 
the work, and 
.Engineer has since infoimed me 
hat the cost was ffi ,;93.000. 
Now, v* hen they undvrfuketosay that thiscn^incer- 
i«:g problem i* in d -ubt, that they don't believe it 
ca : be accomplished, that is 
. 
ANOTHER QUESTION. 
And one not to be cousidered by the committee, 
ju t would be for the e .gin- era themselves. 
This is a question of legislation, and assuming 
that the problem is capa We of solution, and we 
paid $100/<00 for the information, and it whs well 
earned 
The money was aithfull> expended under 
the admt‘*istrati'jn of Mr. Hall. I ahi not to dis­ 
cuss the propriety of undertaking this work before 
you, beca us* • the engineers have settled that, hut I 
áre*:rt t» at the engin< ers are emphatically of tiie 
opinion that they can hand e it, a* d that for a sum 
of money that is Lot very extravagant. To all that 
Colonel Mendell and Mr. Hall went into the field in 
person. The miners, jealous of the farmer?, rent 
Cilontl Von Schmidt, aint the farmers, jealous of 
the miners, scut Mr. Allardt into the field with 
them to tkese ¡eves »g?.tions. Therefore we had 
fv.tr men of eminent ability to investigate th» ques­ 
tion, aud whatever difference of opinion existed 


when they went in, they came out a u n it; and they 
all said that it was susceptible tf being taken 
care of, and Mr. Allardt wrote to the Marysville Ap. 
peal this fact. And he wrote to the Laud Commis­ 
sioner, rent here from Washington, and portrayed 
what would be the result if something was not done. 
He said that the surveys in the field have proved 
that this question was capable of solution, and at nu 
extravagant price. As far as I am concerned, 1 am 
taking that as conclusive, and I apprehend that the 
committee will do the same, and if they will read 
the report the) can never have a doubt of 
THE NECESSITY OF THE BILL, 
Or something that will take its place, and they will 
never stop until they have provided f *r carry ing out 
the plans of th se engineer*. It will be egotism in me 
to say that I have hit upon the only kind of a bill 
tbut will meet this question, but 1 do say that it is 
the only bill before you. The plans of the engineers 
are net before this body, ond never will be. They 
have asserted that they conld do this m<>8t emphat­ 
ically ; and if they weie authorized, they would fur- 
n.sh a plan, as this bill provides, and the Board, 
or somebody else authorized, could execute it. 
1 
suppose that Mr. Brown wants me to p t a plan be­ 
fore you for the engineers. I cannot do that. 
I 
cannot undertake to say just how wide and how high 
each dam shall be, or where they shall be. 
Now, sir, I tell you that a man’s conscience of 
right is about the best thing to give him backb ne 
t»» stand up, and I tell you I stand nnghty straight 
und r this bill, and if there is anything to be said 
aq&iust this bill I will stand up for it until J am 
convinced that it will be a failure. No sooner had 
1 got back fr m Marjsvide than I beard lhat had 
been up there and offered to guarantee that hi 
Marysville th y would get $150,0CD if they would 
go for this bill. That they would lake their old 
levees in, that were of no value to them and nobody 
else, and it was said that I gave a personal guaran­ 
tee to that. An old gentleman followed u e down 
here, and quicker than lightning, and told i*. I 
showed the people of Marysville that they had been 
taxed at the rate of 6 per cent, to maintain iheir 
levees, and that under this bill tiiev would be re­ 
imbursed f"r the work that they have already C"ii- 
strueted whenever they were found to be necessary 
to make 
A COMPLETE SYSTEM, 
And that the Marysville works, or a portion of them, 
would form a part of that system, iu my opinion. It 
did not require a man wi h half an eye to soc that, 
and 1 said ire uently to the gentlemen from Gutter 
county who pay 
per cent, per year to improve 
their levees, that their works would be right in the 
line of the general system, and they w»uld be reim­ 
bursed for just what their workd were worth for 
this general system, and that instead of having to 
pay 5$ per c nt., they would hare to pay less tiiait 
one-quarter of 1 per cent. '? hut is what I said. 
Is 
that any case of bribery? 
I believe I could 
say that much 
to the 
Legislature and 
not 
be arrested for bribery. 
Sow I want to say 
the same thing to Sacramento I said to Marysville, 
that she h -d works enough to pay more than her 
taxes would be for twenty" years, th a t she had been 
compelled to pay fit per cent, to defend herself, hut 
when it could he distributed in this i eneral system, 
that she would have refunded that which she had 
been compelled from force of circumstances to pav 
out. Now, for Sacramento. Sacramento lias got 
some levees here that c st some money, and if she is 
taxed to control the waters of this valley she must 
be alio wed for the levees that she has got. 
I have 
never went into a calculation as to the value of her 
levees, but I will venture the assertion tha-. she will 
receive mo e for her levees than she will pav hi 
fifteen years, and 1 believe I can make the assertion 
good. Who is to be hurt then ? 
The Chairman of tiie Agricultural Committee, 
who lives in the foothills, and his neighbors, are 
here, and some of them say that they are safe. 
Neither debris nor flood tou lies 
hem, and that 
they are ju»t between the mines and the valleys, 
and hence why should they pay for taking care of 
the valley, “ W'hv shou d we he taxed,” thev sav, 
“ for allowing these mines to be worked?” That 
looks like a fair suggestion, and it ought to be con­ 
sidered, but there is such a thing as 
COMMUNITY OF INTEREST. 
When the workmen in the mines have bt en com­ 
pelled to discontinue their work the land to which 
f e gentlemen refer would depreciate 26 per cent., 
and we only ask 
here. 
When the Sacramento 
river has 1 ft its channel and the Feather river has 
left its channel; when on each side of the present 
channel of the Sacramento river it is one delta of 
slum, from one foothill to the other, his property 
will depreciate 25 per cent. more. There is a com­ 
munity of interest in every organized society, and 
we have to bear certain burdens for public"good. 
Some old bachelor may say, “ Y’ou are taxing me a 
hah a cent a year for the support of schools, but I 
have no children to he educated.” What is the an­ 
swer? It is that universal educatiou is essential 
to maintain 
a 
republican 
Government, and 
he has to dry up. 
Another old man that 
stays at home and never travels, but lives where 
you are going to build a bridge across a stream, lie 
sav*. “ Why I never crossed that stream since I was 
here.” What’s the answer? Why, it is .hat the 
public wants to travel and the bridge being a public 
necesssi’y. he must pay hi* share. 
It Ls a narrow 
view for the Legislature to taka of it, for that would 
allow this man to say, “ 1 will not be benefited, and 
consequently I will not pay a cent. Let the mines fad ; 
let the rivers fill u p ; it’* a matter 1 am not inter­ 
ested in. 1 have no inte;* si whether Sacrament*» ha* 
the Capitol, or whether it is removed to San Jo-e.” 
And I pledge veil my word that if some remedy is 
not applied Sacramento will not b«? a fit place for a 
Capitol in five years. The engineers say that 


A REMEDY MUST BE A P PL IE D , 
And it seem* to me that this is the answer to the 
arguments that have been made. 
I am sorry tln»t 
any man has to pay taxes. 
Ii is hard to puy taxes, 
more particularly where they are at 
p r cent. 
I 
have tried it in Marysville, and 1 think it c une in 
• very bad taste from Mr. Catlwal&d.r wheu h-.- said 
that Marysville-had to puy Gi i»er cent. 
Why, these 
men who are hi9 clients have taxed themselves to 
carry out his advice nlore than they would have to 
pay in ten years under this bill, they have mort­ 
gaged themselves to Cadwalader for litigating pur­ 
pures. They have signed an agreement agreeing to 
pay on the valuation of their property a certain per­ 
centage, as it is colled for. Who is the disinterested 
party there?

He amassed, through his extensive 
practice as it physician and judicious invest­ 
ments in land, a large fortune. 
B ut during 
all his arduous duties he still found time ful­ 
some literary wo- k, and was the author of a 
well-written medical book. 
H e leaves a wife 
and a son, and a daughter, the issue of a 
previous marriage, and a large num ber of 
grandchildren.

While your grievances are real, and your talk, for the 
most part, has been sensible, veta -o n stin t continu­ 
ation oi such gatherings as these will only afford i n 
opportunity for the utterance of ill-timed expressions 
th at may retard, rather than advance, the object 
you have in view. 
You will remember th at I sym­ 
pathized with vou in your first gathering, and th at 
) have frequently expressed luv gratification at the 
honorable and dignified manner iu which you have 
made your complaints. Bu: as there are those who 
ire bound to misrepresent yon, and as 1 can assure 
you that you have f iends who are now hard at 
work to devise measures for your relief, and as they 
are somewhat embarrassed in their efforts by the 
circumstances I have indicated, it is my earnest ad- 
viee, as your friend, th at when you adjourn to-day, 
it will he to a week from t-.-dav or to the call o: a 
judicious committee with whom 1 will freely confer, 
and to whom I will ful y report progress, if any is 
made, in the way o£ your re.iuf. li nothing tangible 
is done within a reasonable period, you may meet as 
often aud talk as loud as V -.1 please, for all of me. 
1 m ight add as an additional reason for adjourn­ 
m ent, th at you will relieve our friends, the re­ 
porters, of the herculean task iu the way they are 
reporting your proceedings.

The persistence with which the sand lot 
committee has pursued employers of Chine-e 
labor, and the threats made by windy mem­ 
bers of the party, have exasperated business 
men here, aud undoubtedly there are many 
who would be glad of an excuse to suppress 
the Kearney demonstrations, but there is 
no prospect that the latter will furnish any 
occasion. 
Their leaders don’t want any fight­ 
ing. 
I t i», so far, essentially a political move­ 
ment, and will be kept up just as long as they 
think anything is to be gained by it. 
To 
this extent the rank and file of the following 
is being deceived. 
The leaders hold out the 
encouragement th at something is about to be 
done. 
They raise, among the masses, the ex­ 
pectation of some great good on the eve of 
accomplishment through the demonstrations 
now being made. 
A t the sand lot this afternoon M ayor Kal- 
loch spoke a few minutes to the crowd, tell­ 
ing them th at their parades were having the 
effect to irritate business men and to prevent 
any steps being taken to relieve their wants. 
H e advised them to postpone further meet­ 
ings and parades until certain movements for 
their benefit could be carried out, adding that if 
something was not done, they might meet as 
much and talk as loud as they chose, free from 
any interference on his part. 
T hat this was 
taken as an intimation that, so far as he 
could help it, the authorities should not in­ 
terfere, was evident. The crowd accepted 
Lis advice, and adjourned to meet at the call 
of their committee. 
There were probab’y 
I,500 men and women present at the meet­ 
ing, most of them respectable in appearance 
and showing no sign of suffering. 
Their 
leaders don’t amount to anything, find will 
never make any serious trouble. 
I t is en­ 
gineered from the inside, however, and the 
nominal heads of the movement have been 
put forward by the real manipulators of the 
W orkingmen's patty. 
Tne object is to influ­ 
ence legislation, to frighten the employers of 
Chinese, but, more than all, to keep up an 
excitement and keep the party alive. 
Kal- 
loch is concerned in all their operations, but 
be has no notion of doing anything but to 
stir up political feeling and profit by the re­ 
sult. 
W henever the spirit of the party begin» 
to lag, some such means will be used to wake 
it up, and then, at the proper time, he and 
others will counsel peace, and claim credit 
for having saved the city from a riot. 
The indefinite expectations being raised 
may stimulate a spirit of turbulence beyond 
the control of tiie leaders. 
M any among the 
mass of the following indulge vague hopes of 
radical changes in their condition, to be 
wrought by these revolutionary proceedings. 
W hen the.-e expectations are disappointed 
the discontent which is btimr constantly aug­ 
mented by them may have engendered suffi­ 
cient force to produce serious disturbance. 
Meanwhile the movement is taking on more 
definite organic form than in any former pe­ 
riod of its history, and observations of its 
progress will furnish an interesting feature of 
the news from this city for some time. 
The owner of the sand lots has informed 
Kearney th at if a gallows was erected tney 
would not be permitted to use the lots for 
their meetings in future.

might order out U nited States troops to pro­ 
tect the Chinese against a taw defying mob. 
While the people of California are uncom­ 
promisingly hostile to f'hiuesH immigration, 
it is not fair to conclude th at they will en- 
0 >ur3ge or sustain the action hinted at by 
K earney.” 
The Tribune’s editorial says ; “ The mer­ 
chants and business men oi San Francisco 
propose to take measures iu time for the pro­ 
tection of their city against the threatened 
uprising of tiie hoodlum blatherskites on the 
Chinese questi in. 
These solid and respect­ 
able citizens have no fondness for Chinatown, 
and would not go far out of their way to pre­ 
vent the expulsion of the Chinese from the 
State, as is contemplated under the new Con­ 
stitution ; but they evidently intend that 
whatever is done iu this direction shall be 
done decently and in accordance witii law, 
and to th at end they have formed a secret 
organization similar to the Vigil uites of 1850, 
the purpose of which is to ¡ reserve order and 
keep lire peace in the city.
